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H  E  great  Precautions  taken  by  the  Go ~ 
vernment ,  to fecure  us  from  the  dange¬ 
rous  Approaches  of  the  Infection^  now  ra¬ 
ging  in  France,  have  put  moji  Men  upon 
the  Enquiry  what  Methods  are  most 
" oper  to  be  taken  to  arm  and  preferve  againH  it . 

Phyficians,  both  Regulars,  and  Quacks,  have 
elivered  their  feveral  Opinions ,  both  as  to  the  Na¬ 
ur  e  and  Symptoms  of  former  Plagues,  and  their  va- 
ious  Appearances  in  different  Climates ;  Confulta- 
ions  have  been  held  in  Council ,  and  divers  prevent¬ 
ive  Methods  propos'd ;  the  Parliament  have  been 
pprifed  of  the  impending  Danger ,  who ,  without  Doubt 9 
nil  as  readily  and  unanimou fly  comply  with  j'uch  Mea- 
tires  as  can  be  prop  of  edy  and  thought  proper  for  the 
Prevention  of  this  threatening  Evif  as  they  were  an- 
hrtunately  and  ignorantly  induflrious  in  bringing  the 
refent  ONE  upon  us  :  Ignorant ,  I  mean^  as  to  the  mi¬ 
serable  Conferences  ;  for  could  they  have  forefeen  the 
ivent,  no  one  will  prefume  to  think ,  or  dare  to  fay 
hat  either  the  Miniftry,  or  Parliament,  fepamtelyfor 
vintly ,  would  for  the  Sake  of  their  own  particular ,  and 
rivate  Interests^  have  combined  together  2  to  qualify  and 
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importer  a  Set  of  fubt He  Foxes  to  importer ijh  and  enjlave 
a  whole  Nation  \  and  to  reduce  it  to  fuch  miferable  and 
pitiful  Circumstances ,  us  will  be  much  more  difficulty  and 
take  a  longer  Time  to  recover ,  than  the  Spaniards  their 
Fleet ,  or  Marfeilles  its  Trade. 

The  famous  Dr.  Mead,  in  a  fmaii  Treat  if e  lately  pub ■- 
lifhed  upon  the  Plague ,  and  dedicated  to  the  late  Secre¬ 
tary  Graggs,  tells  us  ( and  very  judicioufly  too )  that  as 
Naftinefs  is  the  Source  of  Infection ,  fo  Cleanlinefs 
is  the  best  Prefervative  again ft  it ;  and  this  is -agree¬ 
able  to  the  Opinion  of  mojl  Authors  that  have  mote 
upon  the  Plague:  But  its  it  juppofes  the  Infection  to  have 
already  fpread  itfelf  amongft  us  ( for  all  the  Cleanlinefs 
in  the  World  will  not  prevent  its  being  brought  over)  fo 
it  will  not  anfwer  my  Purpofe ;  which  is  to  propofe  the 
BEST  PRESER VA TI VE  againfl  its  Attacks. 

Andy  I  believe y  no  cnejyitl  deny ,  but  as  the  Sins  of  the 
People  are  ( generally  efleemed  )  the  Caufes  of  God?  s  % ri¬ 
fting  any  Country  with  Plague,  Peftilence,  Pover¬ 
ty,  or  Famine,  or  any  other  grievous  Judgment;  fo 
a  true,  fincere ,  and  National  Repentance  of  th of e  Sms 
(of  which  after  a  firict  Examination  we  (hall find  our 
J elves  guilty)  by  making  a  pablick  Confeffion  and  Re- 
ftitution  to  the  I NJU  RED  (according  to  the  utmojl  of 
our  Powers )  muft  be  allowed  the  bejl  PRESER  FA - 
TIVEy  and  the  only  Means  to  avert  thofe  Judgments 
the  alhvife  God  hadjuftly  determined  for  ourPumfbment9 

I  [ball  not  here  take  upon  me  direTily  to  charge  thisy 
or  any  other  Nation,  or  load  them  with  the  Guilt  of  any 
PA  R  TIC  U  LA  R  Sin  ;  but  only  beg  Leave  to  explain 
t  o  you  the  Nature  of  a  very  FLA  GRA  NT  ONE ,  with 
its  ufual  Conferences ;  and  that  is ,  that  Darling  Sin  of 
Rebellion  ;  after  which ,  1  (hall give  you  a  fhort  and 
true  Account'  of  the  State  of  this  Kingdom,  from  the  Con - 
clufwn  of  the  grand  Rebellion  of  Oliver  Cromwel,  to

the  'Time  of  the  Revolution;  and  if  after  what  I  have 
fa  f  this  y  or  any  other  Nation  (by  an  impartial  Judgment ) 
fhall  accuje  them f elves  j  then  l  humbly  offer  my  Op  ini- 
ony  as  before ,  that  a  National  Repentance  by  an  humble 
Confeffion  of  our  Crimes ,  and  an  UNA  N1  MO  US  Re¬ 
flation  of  making  Reftitution  to  ^Injured,  as  the 
best  Prej er vat ive  again  A  the  Pumjhment  we  feem  to 
be  threatened  with ,  and  are  confcious  to  our  f  elves  we 
deferve. 

Rebellion  then ,  in  the  Jlrict  Meaning  of  the  Word , 
(as  a  Learned  Divine ,  now  a  Prelate ,  defer ibes  it  in  his 
Sermon  on  the  i.  Sam.  i«j.  V.  23.  Rebellion  is  as 
the  Sin  of  Witchcraft,  and  Stubbornnefs  is  an  Ini¬ 
quity,  and  Idolatry)  is  Difobeying  the  Voice  of  the 
Lord,  and  Rejecting  his  Word.  And  in  Page  3.  he 
goes  on ,  But  when  our  Thoughts  meet  with  the 
Word  Rebellion ,  we  can  hardly  forbear  to  apply  it 
to  a  Civil  and  Political  Rebellion ,  the  rifing  up  in 
Armsagainfi.  our  Rightful  and  Lawful  King  in  his 
legal  Ad minift ration,  upon  an  eftablifhed  Conftitu- 
tion  both  in  Church  and  State  ;  to  facrifice  to  our 
Ambition  and  Revenge,  the  Peace  of  our  Country, 
and  the  Security  of  our  Religion,  andallthat  ffaould 
be  dear  to  us,  and  our  Pofterity,  and  madly  to  in¬ 
volve  the  Nation  in  Tears  and  Blood. 

For  Firft,  a  wilful  Difobedience  to  our  Sovereign 
Prince,  and  a  Refiftance  of  his  lawful  Authority  by 
Force  of  Arms,  is  no  lefs  than  difobeying  the  im- 
nediate .Ordinance  of  God,  and  the  Refitting  his 
Vill  and  Providence,  in  the  Government  of'  the 
Yorld. 

I  know  not  what  is  plain  in  Scripture  if  this  be 
nr,  let  every  Soul  be  fubject  to  the  higher  Pow¬ 
er,  for  there  is  no  Power  but  of  God,  the  Powers 
tht  be  are  ordained  of  God  ;  whofoever  therefore 
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refifteth  the  Power,  refifteth  the  Ordinance  of  God, 
and  they  that  refift  fhall  receive  to  thetnfelves 
Damnation.  And  in  Page  4.  We  may  deliver  up 
the  Scriptures  among  the  other  Traits  committed 
to  us,  if  this  Chapter  be  confiftent  wfth  the  prefen  t 
Rebellion ;  our  legal  fettled  Government  for  the 
common  Good  muft  be  a  Part  of  God’s  Difpofition 
and  Difpenfation  of  human  Affairs  ;  and  to  break 
into  open  Defiance,  and  Affault  of  that  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  fetting  up  another  Work  of  our  own 
Hands ;  this  muft  be  to  fly  in  the  Face  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  which  is  fo  remarkable  in  the  Prefervation 
of  Princes  and  States  ;  for  in  our  Hiftories,  for  one 
Rebellion  that  ever  profpered,  we  read  of  an  Hun¬ 
dred  thathave  fore  threatened  and  foon  mifcarried, 
bringing  the  Authors  and  Abettors  of  them  to 
Shame  and  Deftruction,  who  have  perifhed  as  the 
Enemies  of  God,  and  their  Country. 

But  sdly,  the  Holy  Spirit  has  declared,  that 
Kings  and  Princes  do  in  a  more  efpecial  Manner 
reprdent  the  Majefty  of  God  himfeif ;  that  they 
are  Ms  Vicegerents  and  Deputies  here  on  Earth; 
that  they  do  referable  him  in  Preheminence  and 
Authority,  and  fhould  become  like  to  him  in  Right- 
eou&efs,  Goodnefs,  and  Truth;  and  therefore  to  re~ 
be!  againft  thofe  Powers  that  are  placed  in  God's 
Stead,  and  act  in  Subordination  to  the  fupream  Go¬ 
vern  our  of  the  World,  and  attend  the  fame  Gfficf 
of  keeping  Peace,  and  Order,  by  the  AdminifPrin, 
of  Equity  and  juftice,  this  muft  be  aRebellici 
againft  God,  as  well  as  againft  thofe  that  are  fet 
by  him.  Page  6.  The  Holy  Spirit  would  not  h^e 
laid  to  Mortal  Princes,  Te  are  Gods,  or  any  Wy 
compared  them  to  the  Most  High ,  if  it  had  not  ben 
for  this  Image  and  Superscription  of  the  Kiri'  of 
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Kings  upon  them ;  for  this  the  Divine  Wifdom 
fpeaks,  Prov.  8.15.  Byrne  Kjngs  reign ,  and  Princes 
decree  Juftice  \  by  me  Princes  rule,  and  all  the  Judges  of 
the  Earth . 

Page  j*  This  is  the  plain  and  Scripture  Doctrine 
we  are  taught  as  Chriftian  Subjects,  not  from  the 
Schemes  ot  crafty  Politicians)  who  can  vary  and 
change  the  Principles  of  Government,  as  fhall  bell 
fuisthe  Times,  and  ferve  their  Turn  •  now  advan¬ 
cing  the  Prince  even  to  enflave  the  People,  then  in- 
fpir icing  the  People  to  dethrone  the  Prime ;  but  this 
I  lay  is  our  Scripture  Doftrine  plainly  delivered  in 
thofe  Oracles  of  God . 

But  that  I  may  deter  you  from  the  odious  Sin  of  Rebel¬ 
lion,  I  will  (Jo ew  you  how  in  all  its  Circumjlames ,  it  u 
likened  to  Witchcraft . 

N ow  Witchcraft  is  dealing  with  the  Infernal  Pow¬ 
ers,  is  the  Renouncing,  or  Abjuration, of  our  Vows 
and  Engagements  unto  God,  made  in  the  Original 
Contract ,  the  Contract  of  Baptifm ;  it  is  the  Catting 
off  all  Reliance  and  Dependance  on  his  ordinary 
Providence,  and  felling  our  felves  to  another  Ma¬ 
tter,  tho*  a  Stranger ,  and  an  Enemy ,  and  becoming 
Servants  and  Slaves  to  do  his  Will,  to  drudge  in  his 
Service,  to  drag  his  Chain  after  us,  and  for  what  ? 
To  receive  his  Pay  and  Wages  of  Iniquity,  Disap¬ 
pointment,  Shame,  and  Torment. 

Having  now  fhewn  you  that  Witchcraft  is  a  Dealing 
with  the  Devil ,  and  that  Rebellion  is  a  direct  F lying  m 
the  face  of  God,  let  m  take  a  View  of  Witchcraft  and  Re¬ 
bellion  in  their  parallel  Circumflances,  and  then  we  fhall 
fee  by  their  Agreement  and  Correspondence ,  that  the  Pro¬ 
phet  has  been  very  juft  in  his  Comparifon . 

Witches ,  and  Wizards,  and  Men  that  have  Familiar 
Spirits,  make  Compacts ,  affociate ,  and  confederate  to 
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Jerque  the  Grand  Ufurper ;  they  renounce  their  Allegiance 
to  their  Lawful  Sovereign  the  King  of  Heaven,  who 
has  bought  and  redeemed  them  by  the  Blood  of  his  Son  j 
they  abjure  his  Government ,  and  deny  his  Authority „ 

The  Rebels ,  in  like  Manner ,  combine  to  dethrone  their 
Sovereign ,  /V  God's  Vicegerent  y  they  affodate  and 

confederate  to fland  by  each  other  \  they  bind  themf elves 
by  folemn  Oaths  and  Abjurations ,  to  fland  by  and  affifl 
each  other  againft  their  rightful  Liege  Lord  ;  thus  m  the 
great  Rebellions  0/ France  and  England,  a  folemn  League 
and  Covenant  was  entered  into ,  to  dethrone  their  law¬ 
ful  Princes ,  and  to  fet  up  their  own  Idols  in  the  Room  of 
their  Rightful  Kings*  Witches ,  Wizards ,  and  Men  of 
Familiar  Spirits ,  inflead  of  the  Worfbip  of  the  true  God , 
fet  up  the  horrible  Worfbip  of  the  Devil ;  and  as  the  Wor - 
fhipper  of  the  true  God  are  admitted  to  his  Service  by 
Baptifm  and  Religious  Covenant s}  f  )  they  have  their  pe¬ 
culiar  Initiatory  CompaBs^or  original  Contracts ?  where¬ 
by  they  bind  themj elves  to  the  Service  of  the  Diabolical 
Spirit .  In  like  Manner  both  Witches  and  Rebels 
have  made  a  Covenant  with  the  Father  of  Lies, 
whole  Children  and  Servants  are  taught  and  bound 
to  fpeak,  write,  and  make  Lies.  For  this  Reafon 
we  are  fb  often  caution’d  not  to  hearken  to  thofe 
Pretenders.  Jer.  27.  9. 10.  Hearken  not  ye  to  your 
Prophets,  nor  to  your  Diviners,  nor  to  your  Dream¬ 
ers  of  Dreams,  nor  to  your  Sorcerers,  for  they  pro¬ 
phecy  a  Lie  unto  you,  to  remove  you  far  from  your 
Land,  and  that  I  fhould  drive  you  out,  and  ye 
Ihouid  perifh.  Rebellions  are  raifed  by  flying 
Stories,  and  incredible  Reports  daily  invented  to 
prejudice  the  People,  and  polfeis  them  with  a  Se¬ 
ditious  Spirit :  I  am  afhamed  to  fpeak  of  them ; 
but  certainly  if  ever  there  were  a  Party,  that  to 
gain  a  Point  imagin’d  Devices, and  made  Lies  their 
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Refuge,  that  is  the  Party  that  have  conceived,  and 
brought  forth  this  Execrable  Confpiracy,  and  Re¬ 
bellion  ;  Monftrous  Tales  and  Fables,  not  fit  to  be 
recited  in  the  Houfe  of  God,  nor  is  itpoffible  to  call 
over  the  Legions  of  them  ;  The  trueft  Patriots,  and 
the  moft  Loyal  Subjects  leffen’d  and  traduc’d  in 
the  vileft  Manner ;  nor  has  facred  Majefty  been 
fpared,  nor  the  Royal  Family  :  Wifdom,  Goodnefs, 
Beauty,  and  very  Innocence  it  felf  has  not  feeured 
them  from  Calumnies  and  lhameful  Reflections* 
It  would  be  for  the  Honour  of  the  Nation,  if  they 
were  buried  in  perpetual  Oblivion  •  but  when  we 
lee  the  Rebellion  of  the  laft  Age  juflified  by  the 
fame  Lies  and  Calumnies,  that  brought  a  righteous 
KI N  G  to  cruel  Mockings  and  Sufferings,  we  can- 
•  not  but  excite  your  Abhorrence  to  the  fame  Princi¬ 
ples.  If  you  confult  our  modern  Hijiorians ,  you  will 
fnd  that  Lying  and  Calumnies  raifed  the  great  Rebellion f 
and  involved  this  Nation  in  a  direful  War  ;  and  after 
thefe  Sons  of  Perdition  had  embrued  their  Hands  in  the 
Blood  of  the  innocent  Martyr  ^  they  per  fee  Uted  his  Inno* 
cent  Children ,  and  in  Spite ,  Rage  and  Malice ,  abjured 
his  Rightful  Heir  the  young  Pretender  (as  they 
were  pleajed  to  call  him )  and  to  frighten  and  bugbear  his 
Subjects  from  reftoring  him ,  they  ever  and  anon  with 
impudent  A fever  at  ions  cajoled  the  People  with  dreadful 
Terms  of  Popery  and  Slavery ,  the  Cant  of  State-Buglers^ 
who  think  that  themfdve shave  the  only  Right  to  domineer  j 
hutwouldhave  us  believe  there  is  noO fence  in\J  furpation? 
Rebellion  and  Witchcrafts  Thus  you  fee  the  Parallel  be¬ 
tween  Rebellion  and  Witchcraft ,  is  fo  exact,  that  Samuel 
could  not  have  made  a  more  juft  Gomparifon<  In  a  Wordy 
t  nothing  is  more  apparent  than  that,  Loyalty  and 
Allegiance  are  a  part  of  our  Chrifttan  Religion,  as 
well  as  of  our  civil  Polity ,  a  Duty  to  God,  and  thro7 
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him  to  the  Magiftrate,  not  upon  his  own  Account 
only,  but  for  the  Lord’s  fake  a  a  Matter  of  Con- 
fcience,  if  there  be  any  fuch  Principle  within  us. 
p.  5.  but  ftill  there  is  another  Comparifon  of  Witch¬ 
craft,  and  that  is  with  Idolatry ;  Rebellion  is  as  the  Sin 
of  Witchcraft,  and  Stubbornefs,  or  a  willful  ferlift- 
ing  in  that  Rebellion,  is  as  Iniquity  and  Idolatry. 

And  truly  Rebellion  in  the  civil  and  political  Senfe, 
has  fome  near  Refemblance  of  Idolatry  ;  for  in  all 
Governments  there  can  be  but  one  fupream  Power ; 
and  after  the  Acknowledgment  of  that  Power,  by 
fubmittingtothe  Laws  that  ordain  it,  by  receiving 
Protection  from  it,  by  a£ting  under  it,  and  efpeci- 
cially  by  plighting  our  Faith  and  Oaths  to  it ;  after 
this  to  renounce  that  Power,  and  rebel  again  ft  it, 
this  is  Sfate-Idolatay ,  and  as  much  like  to  the  grofs 
Spiritual  Idolatry  as  in  falfe  Worfhip  an  Image  is 
unto  an  Idol.  p.  27. 

Every  Man  is  boundby  natural  Allegiance  to  his  Prince , 
neither  can  he  transfer  that  natural  Allegiance  to  ano¬ 
ther  *  this  Allegiance  becomes  a  double  Obligation  upon  him 
when  hound  upon  our  Souls  by  the  Oath  of  the  Lord.  For 
the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  to  the  /sf  I  N  G,  are  a  part  of  the 
legal  Confutation .  No  P  erf  on  can  hold  an  Office  without 
taking  this  Solemn  Engagement . 

Thus  then  I  have  dejcribed  to  you  the  Nature  of  Re¬ 
bellion,  and  in  every  Rebellion  that  fucceeds,  the  Confe - 
quence  is  either  taking  a  Tray  tor  of  the  fame  Nation  to 
Govern ,  or  to  call  in  foreign  Aid,  or  AJJiftance . 

The  Direful  E  feels  of  the  fir  A  may  be  feen  at  large  in 
the  Hifiory  of  the  Grand  Rebellion ,  and  Ufurpation  of 
Oliver  Cromwel :  And  as  to  thelaji ,  it  is  directly flying 
in  the  Face  of  the  Almighty,  and  acting  contrary  to  his 
exprefs  Command,  who  fays.  Dent.  17.  v.  1 5.  One  from 
among  thy  Brethren  jhalt ' Thou  fet  overThee,Thou 
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mayfl:  not  fet  a  Stranger  over  Thee,  which  is  not 
thy  Brother.  Nor  can  any  Thing  (as  a  late  Counfellor 
Learned  in  the  Law  has  told  us)  be  more  agreeable  to  E- 
quity  and  the  Rules  of  Government  ;  for  the  Office  and 
Duty  of  a  King  ,is  to  be  a  Father,  or  Husband 
pley  and  every  Man  is  mofl  naturally  inclin'd  to  love  and 
chenfh  thofe  of  his  own  Country ;  for  the  Love  of  one's  own 
Country  is  Jo  naturally  imprinted  in  the  Mind  of  every 
Many  that  we  find  thoj e  who  are  horn  even  in  Savage  and 
Barbarous  Countries ,  cannot  be  affetted  with  the  Change 
of  a  better  Climate ;  but  are  fill  inclined  tovi fit  their  Na¬ 
tive  Soil ;  and  neither\jbertiesy  Honours,  0/Eftates,  are 
f ufficient  Allurements  to  make  a  Man  forget  his  own  Peo¬ 
ple  \  as  therefore  a  Man  has  a  Natural  Tie  and  AffeBion 
towards  his  own  Country  yfo  he  is  mofi  likely,  by  all  Means , 
to  promote  /Wintered:  and  Advantage  of  his  own  Fellow 
Citizens. 

A  Man  that  is  Kjng  over  his  own  People ,  is  mo  ft 
likely  to  underjland  their  Laws  and  Polity  ;  moH  likely 
to  confult  their  Eafe  and  Plenty ;  most  likely  to  commife - 
rate  theirN  eceiTiiies^  and  underf  and  /^//Grievances; 
He  has. one  and  the  fame  In  ter  eft ,  and  tho'  he  be  promo¬ 
ted  above  his  Subjects  in  Degree yyet  is  leaf  likely  to  be 
elevated  by  his  Station^  becauje  he  confidents  himfelf  as 
their  Brother  ;  and  the  mutual  Love  and  Liking  between 
Prince  and  People  will  be  reciprocal ;  for  the  People  will 
confider  Inch  a  Prince,  as  one  that  has  wintered:  to  pro¬ 
mote  in  a  Foreign  Dominion  yno  Favourites  to  advance 
but  his  ownBrethren  and  Country-Men y  no  Defign  to  in¬ 
troduce  Foreign  Cufloms  and  Languages ,  and  thereby  en~ 
Have  them  to  a  Foreign  Yoke. 

But  perhaps  fome ■  will  fay  that  a  Foreign  Prince  may 
/I ometimes  preferve  a  State  from  Ruin  and  Oppreffion 
proceeding  from  a  nativeTyrant • 

I  con - 
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1  confefs  it  is  a  very  calamitous  Thing  for  a  Prince  fa 
far  to  forget  bimfelf  as  to  deviate  in  his  Adminiflration 
from  the  Laws  of  God ,  and  the  political  Rale  of  his  own 
Co  untry ;  but  1  juppofe ,  iCs  much  better  for  a  fmful  Peo¬ 
ple  to  jubmit  to  the  Mifrule  of  their  own  Prince  ( the?  a 
wicked  one)  than  to  call  in  a  foreign  Affiftance ;  God  in 
his  due  Time,  after fufficient  Punifhment  ^^Amend¬ 
ment  of  a  People ,  will  remove  a  Tyrant. 

Hijiories  are  full  of  Inflames  of  Deflr  action  that  have 
attended  jack  Kingdoms  and  States  who  have  invited 
Foreigners  within  their  Bowels ;  our  own  N  at  ion  can  give 
but  too  fare  and  fad  Inflancesof  Foreign  Aid ;  thofethat 
have  Toad  our  Englifh  Hiftory,  will  find  what  Friends 
they  entertained,  when  the  Saxon?,  ^  People  o/Gq rma- 
Xiy,  were  invited  hither ,  how  mifer  ably  they  llaughtered 
the  Natives  of  this  Ifland,  and  drove  the  refl  of  the  In¬ 
habitants  to  pojfejs  the  Mountains  of  Wales. 

Our  JncejJ  ors  were  wifer  in  the  Reign  of  King  John, 
for  he  having  gained  the  Hatred  of  his  People,  jo  that 
they  rebslledagainft  him,  they  invited  Lewis  the  Dau¬ 
phin  of  France  to  he  their  Sovereign ;  who  came  over  to 
ufurt)  the  Throne,  but  the  People  confldering  the  Calami¬ 
ties  of  a  Foreign  Government,  bethought  them] elves  of 
the  Allegiance  they  had  from  toKJng  j  ohn?  and  defired 
the  Dauphin  peaceably  to  depart  the  Kingdom ,  and  leave 
them  arid  their  lawful  King  to  their  better  Agreement ; 
fo  the  Nation  with  much  Eafegot  quit  of  their  Foreign 
King*  and  their  Foreign  Troops*

Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York  his  Brother^ 
were  defcended  from  the  Loins  of  the 
Royal  Martyr,  King  Charles  the  Firft,  of 
Pious  Memory  }  who  was  moft  wickedly 
and  barbaroufly  butcher’d  by  his  own  Rebellious  Subjects 
(  contrary  to  all  Law,  Juftice,  and  Equity  )  before  his 
Palace-Gate  at  White-Hall ,  to  the  Aftonifhment  of  the 
'  Univerfe,  and  to  the  eternal  Infamy,*  Shame,  and  Odi¬ 
um  ofall  True  English  Men  ;  nor  did  their  inveterate 
Malice  and  implacable  Hatred  to  the  Royal  Family  of 

•  . 
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the  STVJR  T  S  reft  here, but  to  make  fare  Work  of  what 
they  had  fo  treacheroufly  begun,  they  fore  d  the  Royal 
Family  abroad  to  wander  or  ftarve,  or  elfe  to  beg  in 
f ranee ,  for  their  Support  a  la  mode  D’  Angleterre  j  and 
to  fecure  themfelves  in  their  impious  Undertakings, 
they  not  only  perjur'd  themfelves  before  God  and  Man, 
but  they  forc'd  Abjurations,  Plunderings,  Decimations, 
and  Sequeftrations  upon  the  People  of  the  whole  Land, 
in  order  to  ftrengthen  themfelves  in  their  unjuft  and 
uitirp’d  Authority,  and  Commonwealth  Government. 

Thus  having  according  to  all  human  Probability 
rivetted  themfelves  fas  they  thought firmly  in  their 
Government,  which  lafted  about  Twelve  Years,  they 
began  to  play  the  Devil  on  all  Degrees  of  People,  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  :  A  Loyalift,  or  True  Son  of  the 
Church  of  England  was  by  a  Law  of  theirs  made  in¬ 
capable  to  Vote,  Poll,  Eleft,  or  be  Eleffed  into  any 
Offices  of  Magiftracy,  or  ferve  as  a  Member  of  Par¬ 
liament,  nor  fuller ’d  to  teaeh  School,  read  Prayers, 
Baptise,  or  Marry  any  of  their  own  People*  but  all 
Tilings  were  made  fubjeft  to  the  Wills  of  the  pre- 
fent  Ufurpers;  and  thus  were  they  from  Time  to 
Time  haraiV’d  and  plagued,  their  Eftates  Ibid,  their 
Lands  doubly  tax’d  as  Enemies  to  the  State,  and  their 
Lives  made  a  Prey  of  by  thole  monftrous  Tyrants, 
’til!  God  Almighty  out  of  Pity  and  Companion  for 
the  great  Sufferings  of  the  Royal  Family,  and  the 
Loyaiifts*  and  to  iliew  that  he  was  that  invincible 
Monarch  of  the  whole  World,  did  overturn  their 
tifurp’d  Authority  by  ftriking  with  his  Hand  of  Ven¬ 
geance  that  Rebellious  Tray  tor  Oliver  Cromwely  when 
he  fen t  him  breathlefs  into  another  World,  there  to 
aniwer  for  thofe  many  black  and  cruel  Deeds -done 
on  this  Side  the  Grave,  and  never  left  overturning , 
overturning ,  overturning ,  their  Government ,  until  the 
King  came  whole  Right  it  was,  and  he  gave  it  him 
in  Spite  of  all  their  cemented  Chains  of  Rebellion, 
Perjury,  and  Abjurations  ^  all  which  were  foon  fliat- 
terd,  and  in  an  Inftant  broken  to  Pieces,  tothe*Aftor» 
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Jihment  of  the  Whole  World ,  and  to  the  utter 
Confulion  of  the  Wicked  and  Apoftate  Faction. 

The  Prince  and  the  Whole  Royal  Family  being  thus 
miraculoufly  reftored  to  the  Crowns,  and  inherent 
Birth-Right  of  their  Anceftors,  was  pleafed  out  of 
his  generous  Inclination,  Pity  and  -ompaflion  tc  to 
“  grant  a  free  and  general  Pardon,  Indemnity  ailti  Ob- 
“  livion  of  all  Treafons  committed  by  his  undutiful 
“  Subjects,  from  January  1637  unto  the  24th  of  June 
“  1660,  excepting  only  the  King’s  Judges,  and  the 
“  two  Executioners  difguifed  in  Frocks,  and  Vizors: 
“  All  which  Perfons  for  their  execrable  Treafons  in 
“  fentencing  to  Death,  or  figning  the  bloody  Inftru- 
“  ment  for  the  horrid  Murder,  or  being  inftrument- 
cr'  al  in  taking  away  the  precious  Lire  of  our  Sover 
“  reign  Lord  King  Charles  the  Firft,  of  Glorious  and 
“  Immortal  Memory,  were  left  to  be  proceeded 
“  againft  as  Traytors  to  his  faid  Majefiy,  according 
“  to  the  Laws  of  England ,  and  are  out  of  -this  Aft 
cl  wholly  excepted  and  foreprized.  Vtd.  faid  Aft. 
“  Fol.  21  to  32. 

Upon  the  Determination  of  this  great  Rebellion, 
the  Legiflature  reftored  Things  to  their  ancient  and 
proper  Channel,  -according  to  Law  as  before  they 
were  veiled  in  the  Hereditary  Rights  of  the  S  i  tj- 
ylRTS,  and  did  publickly  d  SC  lare,  and  ena£t, c  That  by 
4  the  undoubted  and  fundamental  Laws  of  this  Kingdom, 
1  neither  the  Peers  of  this  Realm,  nor  the  Commons, 
4  nor  both  together,  in  Parliament,  or  out  of  Pariia- 
.  1  ment,  nor  the  People  colle&ively,  or  reprefentatively, 

*  nor  any  other  Perfons  whatfoever  ever  had,have, or  ought 

*  to  have  any  coercive  Power  over  the  Perfons  of  the 
4  Kings  of  this  Realm.  V id.  faid  Aft  1 2,  G.  2,  C.  30. 

And  thus  the  Church,  and  Government  of  England 
were  re-fettled  upon  their  ancient  Foundations,  the 
Dignity,  Freedom,  and  Power  of  Laws,  and  Parlia¬ 
ments  revived,  and  the  true  Liberty  of  the  Subject 
'  as  the  Iffup  of  them  re-eftabliflied  on  that  happy 
Day. 
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The  Loyal  Clergy  to  fhew  their  Gratitude,  and 
Duty  to  the  be#  of  Kings,  and  to  prevent  ( if  polE- 
ble)  the  People  from  relapling  again  into  fuch  an 
unwarrantable  and  unnatural  Rebellion  again#  the 
mercifulle#  of  Princes,  began  vigoroufly  to  inflrufl: 
the  People  better  in  their  Duty  to  God,  and  their 
King,  than  heretofore  they  had  been  by  the  Antimo- 
narchical  Teachers  of  thole  lanftified  Times  \  and  brave¬ 
ly  preached  up  the  Do&rines  of  Obedience  and  Non- 
Refiifance  to  the  Higher  Powers ;  which  Do&rines 
were  the  ancient  Ones,  that  our  bleffed  Saviour  and 
his  Holy  Apoflles  publickly  taught  to  the  People 
their  Hearers ;  and  would  we  therefore  judge  of  the 
Dotlrine  of  our  Church  of  England ,  we  mult  confuit 
her  Cannons,  Articles,  publick  Homilies,  Liturgy, 
and  publick  Writings  of  her  greateft  and  able#  Men, 
who  have  vindicated  her  Doftrines,  and  explained  her 
Belief*,  and  this  Method  I  {hall  ule  to  difcover  what 
has  been,  and  is  Rill  owned,  and  taught  by  the  Church 
of  England  in  Relation  to  the  Doctrine  of  Non» Refin¬ 
ance,  or  Pallive  Obedience. 

And  ift  as  to  the  Canons. 

The  Canons  let  forth  in  the  Year  T640,  are  a 
full  Explanation  of  the  Belief  of  our  Church  in  this 
Point.  Can.  1  c  enjoyns  all  former  Laws,  Ordinances, 
€  and  Conftitutions,  formerly  made  for  the  Acknow- 
f  ledgment,  and  Profeffion  of  the  mo#  lawful  and 
€  independent  Authority  of  our  Dread  Soveraign  Lord 
€  the  King’s  moll  Excellent  Majelty,  to  be  carefully 
c  obferved,  and  then  defcends  to  give  an  Explanation 
£  of  the  Royal  Power  and  Authority  *,  that  the  moft 
g  Sacred  Order  of  Kings  is  ol  Divine  Right,  being 
c  the  Ordinance  of  God  himfelf,  founded  on  the 
e  prime  Laws  of  Nature,  and  clearly  ellablilhed  by 
c  exprefs  Texts  both  of  the,  Old  and  New  Telia-' 
c  ment  *,  and  for  any  Perlon,  or  Perlons,  to  fet  up, 
c  maintain,  or  allow  in  any  of  their  faid  Realms  or 
c  Territories  relpettively  under  any  Pretence  whatlb- 
?  ever,  any.  independent,  coa&ive  Power,  either  Papal, 
l  or  Popular ;  (whether  dire&ly,  or  indire&ly)  is  to 
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6  undermine  their  great  Royal  Office,  and  cunningly 
«  to  overthrow  the  moft  Sacred  Order,  and  Office 
c  which  God  himfelf  hath  eftablilhed  ;  and  fo  trea- 
<  fonable  again#  God,  as  well  as  his  Vicegerent  the 
1  King  :  For  Subjefts  to  bear  Arms  again#  their  King, 
c  offenlive,  or  defenfive,  upon  any  Pretence  whatever, 

4  is  at  lea#  to  refill  the  Powers  which  are  ordained 
4  of  God,  and  though  they  do  not  invade,  but  only 
4  refill,  St.  Paul  tells  them  plainly,  they  fKall  receive  to 
4  themfelves  Damnation. 

In  the  Articles  of  our  Church  under  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  1 5 62,  it  runs  thus,  and  fo  continues  to  this  Day, 

viz. 

4  The  Queen’s  Majefly  hath  the  chief  Power  in 
4  this  Realm  of  England ,  and  all  other  her  Domini- 
4  ons,  unto  whom  the  chief  Government  of  all  Eflates 
c  of  this  Realm,  "whether  they  t>e  Ecclefiafiical,  or 
4  Civil,  in  all  Cafes  doth  appertain,  and  is  not, 

4  nor  ought  to  be  fubjeft  to  any  Foreign  Jurifdi&i- 
4  on. 

4  It  leems  both  papifts  and  DilTenters  deny  the  Su- 
4  premacy  of  the  King,  and  one  attributes  it  to  the 
4  Pope  originally,  the  other  to  the  People  *  and  the 
4  fame  Arguments  that  tile  Pope  uleth  for  his  Supre-^ 

€  macy  over  Kings,  the  Difciplinarians  ule  for  efta- 
4  blilhing  their  Soveraignty.  Fid.  Moderat.  of  the  C  of 
4  Eng . 

The  Homily,  or  Exhortation  to  Obedience,  was 
made  (  fays  Dr.  Burnet )  Ann.  1547?  in  Reign  of 
King  Edward  the  6th.  In  the  2d  Part  of  which  Ser¬ 
mon  of  Obedience,  we  are  told,  that  it  is  the  Calling 
of  God’s  People  to  be  patient,  and  on  the  fullering 
Side,  and  to  fubmit  to  Governours,  although  they  be 
wicked,  and  wrong  Doers j  and  in  no  Cafe  to  relift 
and  Hand  again#  them. 

Again,  Subjects  are  bound  to  obey  them  (i.  ea  Go- 
,  vernours  )  as  God’s  Mmifters,  although  they  be  Evil, 
not  only  for  Fear,  but  alfo  for  Confcience  fake  (  and 
obferve  )  fays  he,  and  here  good  People  let  us  mark 
diligently  that  it  is  not  Lawful  for  Inferiors  and  Sub- 
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jefts  in  any  Cafe  to  refift  or  ftand  againft  the  Supe¬ 
rior  Powers  ,  for  St'.  Paul's  Words  be  plain,  that  who « 
fo  withftandeth  jhall  get  to  themfelves  Damnation . 

Farther  he  fays,  our  Saviour  Chrifi  and  his  Apofiles  re¬ 
ceived  many  and  divers  Injuries  of  unfaithful  and  wicked 
Men  in  Authority y  yet  we  never  heard  that  they ,  or  any  of 
them  caufed  any  Sedition  or  Rebellion  again  ft  Authority  \  we 
read  often  that  they  patiently  fujfered  all  Troubles ,  Vexati- 
ons9  Slanders,  PangSy  Pains  and  Death  itfelf  obediently 
without  Tumult  or  Refiftance*  ' 

And  allb  that  Chrifk  taught  us  plainly,  that  even 
the  wicked  Rulers  have  their  Power  and  Authority  from 
(Jody  and  therefore  it  is  not  lawful  for  their  Subjects  to 
withfiand  them  though  they  abufe  their  Power • 

And  Part  the  3d  of  the  faid  Homily,  Ye  have 
heard  before  of  this  Sermon  of  good  Order  and  Obediencey 
manifeffly  proved  bofh  by  Scripture  and  ExampleSy  that  we 
mufi  patiently  endure  all  Wrongs  and  Injuries ,  referring  the 
Judgment  of  our  Caufe  to  God  j  and  that  all  Subjects  are 
bound  to  obey  their  MagifirateSy  and  for  no  Caufe  to  re- 
fifly  or  withflandy  or  rebef  or  make  any  Sedition  again  ft 
them7  yeay  although  they  be  wicked  Men .  Vid.  Burners 
Hift.  Ref.  fart  2.  L  1.  c.  6 . 

The  farther  and  farther^  an  earthly  Prince  doth 
iwerve  from  the  Example  of  the  Heavenly  Government, 
the  greater  Plague  he  is  of  God’s  Wrath,  and  Pu- 
nifhment  by  God’s  Juftice  unto  the  Country  -and 
People,  over  whom,  God  for  their  Sins,  hath  placed 
fuch  a  Prince  and  Governour. 

What  fhall  Subje£ls  do  then?  fays  this  learned  Au¬ 
thor  *,  who  anfwers,  what  a  perillous  Thing  were  it  to  commit 
to  Sub)eEls  the  Judgment ,  which  Prince  is  wife  and  godly ,  and 
his  Government  goody  and  which  otherwife  ?  As  though  the 
Foot  miiYk  judge  the  Heady  and  enterprise  very  heinous 
Things  y  and  which  mu  si  needs  at  laft  breed  Rebellion •  Avd 
is  not  Rebellion  the  greatest  of  all  Mifcheifs  ?  a  Rebel  is 
worfe  than  the  worPk  Princey  and  Rebellion  worfe  than  the 
VPorFb  Government ,  of  the  worft  Prince  that  hitherto  has 
been :  If  we  will  have  an  Evil  Prince  ( when  God  jhall 
fend  Us  fmh  a  one  )  taken  away7  and  a  good  one  in  his 
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Tlaee,  let  vs  tale  away  our  Wickednefs  which  provoked  God 
to  place  fuch  a  one  over  us .  Shall  the  Subjects  both  by  their 
Wickednefs  provoke  God  for  their  deferved  Punifhment  to 
give  them  an  indifereet  and  evil  Prince ,  and  alfo  rebel  againPb 
him  and  alfo  againB  God ,  who  for  the  Punifhment  of  their 
Sins  did  give  them  fuch  a  Prince,  Vid.  Burnet  s  Hiffi 
fart  i. 

And  one  Reafon  perhaps -why  thefe  old  plain  Ser¬ 
mons  are  by  fome  Mendefpifed,  and  evil  ipoken  of, 
is,  becaufe  they  fo  heartily  recommend  this  Do&rine 
of  Non-Refiftance. 

To  our  Homilies  I  fubjoin  the  Liturgy  of  our 
Church,  the  mofi:  excellent  Body  of.  publick  Prayers 
that  the  World  owns.  In  the  Morning  and  Evening 
Service  for  every  Day,  God  is  faid  to  be  the  Ruler  of 
Princes  exclufve  of  both,  Pope  and  People,  In  the  Litany,  we 
pray  to  God  to  deliver  us  from  all  Sedition ,  privy  Confpiracy9 
and  Rebellion •  In  the  Prayer  after  the  Commandments, 
the  King  is  faid  to  be  God's  Minifier ,  and  we  beg  Gody 
*  that  all  his  Subjects  duly  confidering  that  he  has  God  s  Autho¬ 
rity  y  may  faithfully  fervey  honour ,  and  humbly  obey  himy  accor - 
ding  to  God's  bleffed  Will  and  Ordinance ,  In  the  occafi- 
I  onal  Office  for  the  5th  of  November ,  we  pray  God  that 
the  King  may  caft  off  all  fuch  Workers  of.  Iniquity ,  as  turn 
Re H <t ion  into  Rebellion ,  and  Faith  into  Faflion,  And  in  the 
Office  for  the  29th  of  May,  when  we  return  Thanks 
for  the  Reftoration  of  the  Royal  Family,  we  befeech 
God  to  accept  of  our  unfeigned  Oblation  of  our  felvesy  vow¬ 
ing  all  Holy  Obedience  in  Thoughts ,  Words ,  and  Works ,  un~ 
to  the  Divine  APajefy ,  and  promt fng  in  him,  and  for  him , 
all  dutiful  Allegiance  to  his  anointed  Servant ,  and  to  his  Heirs 
for  ever.  And  it  is  alfo  obfervable,  the  Proclamati¬ 
ons  relating  to  thofe  folemn  Times,  are  appointed  to 
be  read,  which  are  as  full  to  this  Purpofe  as  any  Thing 
can  be  ;  and  by  our  Canons,  the  Minifter  in^ his 
Prayer  before  his  Sermon,  to  confirm  the  Belief  of 
this  Truth  ,  is  bound  to  exhort  the  People  when 
they  pray,  to  acknowledge  the  King  to  be  in  aH 
Caufes,  and  over  all  Perfons,  next,  and  immediately 

under  God  fupreme  Head  and  Governour. 

r  ~  To 
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To  this  we  may  add  the  Opinion  of  our  Divines  of 
the  Church  of  England ,  touching  Paliive-Obedience  and 
Non- Refinance  ;  and  firft  I  Ihall  bring  you  the  Judgment 
of  t)le  Reverend  Dr.  Sharp  late  Arch-Bifhop  of  Tork7  who 
in  his  Sermon  before  the  Houfe  of  Commons  1 1  April 
Anno  1 679  fays,  O  may  God  fo  infpire  you7  that  by  your  Means 
the  Perfon  of  his  Sacred  Majeftyy  and  the  Rights  of  his  Crown 
may  be  fecured  againfl  all  wicked  Attempts  y  and  p.  39.  let 
us  hate  all  Ericks  and  Devices  and  Equivocations ,  both  in  Words 
and  Carriages  y  let  us  be  conftantly  and  inflexibly  Loyal  to  our 
Prince,  and  let  no  Conflderation  in  the  World  make  us  violate 
our  Allegiance  to  him .  And  in  his  Sermon  before  the 
Lord  Mayor  1689.  fpeaking  of  the  upright  Man,  he  is 
one  (  fays  he  )  ftudioufly  endeavouring  to  preferve  his  Allegiance 
to  his  Prince .  p.  1 9.  He  is  a  Man  that  Honours  the  Kingy  that 
is  obfervant  of  the  Laws,  that  is  true  to  the  Government ,  and 
meddles  not  with  them  that  are  given  to  change*  And  in  his 
Sermon  preach’d  at  the  Torkfhire  Feaft  17  Feb.  itf  J  J.p.  17. 
We  may  do  a  great  deal  of  good  by  our  Examples  of  Loyalty. 

Dr.  Burners  Vindication  of  the  Authority,^.  of  the 
Church,  is  full  to  this  Purpofe.  Obj.  c  May  not  Subje&s 

*  when  oppreft  in  their  Eftablilh’d  Religion,  defend

*  with,  without  a  Sin  •,  Nay,  were  a  Man  never  fo  Cri-

1  ther  ihould  any  Malefaftor  fubmit  to  the  Sentence 
c  of  the  Judge,  but  hand  to  his  Defence  by  all  the 

*  Force  he  could  raifo }  and  it  will  not  ferve  turn  to 

*  fay  for  the  good  of  Society,  he  ought  to  fubmit,  for 
€  no  Man  muft  violate  the  Laws  of  Nature,  were  it  011 

*  never  lb  good  a  Defign  •  ChrifPs  dying  for  us  ihews 
€  that  Self-defence  can  be  110  Law  of  Nature ;  otherwife 

*  Chrih  who  fulfilled  all  Righteoufnels,  had  contradifted 
c  the  Laws  of  Nature.  Fid.  his  faid  Find icat ion  Printed  at 
J  Giafcow,  p.  7.  Again  confider  that  Ghrifl  was  to  fulfil 
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'  all  Righteoufhefs  5  if  then  the  Laws  of  Nature  exaft 
c  our  Defence,  in  Cafe  of  unjutt  Perfecution  foi  Re  1- 
1  gion,  he  was  bound  to  that  Law  as  well  as  we,  ^*or  e 
c  came  not  to  dettroy,  but  fullftl  the  Law,  both  by  his 
c  Example  and  Precepts  y  If  then  you  charge  the  0- 
4  £lrine  of  absolute  Submittion,  as  Brutifh  and  Stupid 
(or  contrary  to  the  Laws  ofKatureJ  fee  you  do  not

4  his  Life,  would  not  ttretch  forth  his  Hand  againft  him, 

4  feeing  he  was  the  Anointed  of  the  Lord }  from  a - 
4  mighty  God,  the  King  had  his  Power,  and  to  him  he 
4  was  to  give  an  Account  of  his  Adminiftration,  afhim- 
4  ing  that  the  Enemies  of  that  Royal  Martyr,  King 
4  Charles  the  iff,  by  Oaths  and  counter  Oaths  which 
<•  they  often  took,  had  their  Confciences  fo  feared  as 
c  to  be  paft  feeling,  till  they  threw  of  all  Senfe  of  God 
4  and  Religion,  and  fet  up  profeffedly  for  Atheifm.  Vtd»

Dr.  Stillingficet  (late  Bifhop  of  Worcefter)  fays,  Ine 
e  Chrittian  Religion  aboye  all  others,  hath  taken  care 
4  to  preferve  the  Rights  of  Sovereignty,  by  giving  unto 
4  Cafar  the  Things  that  are  Ca far's  ,  and  to  make  Re- 
4  Pittance  unlawful,  by  declaring  that  thofe  who  are 
4  guilty  of  it,  fhall  receive  to  themfelves  Damnation* 
c  Of  fuch  Men  we  have  a  Defcription  in  this  fhort  but 

4  fmart  Epiftle,  who  believed  it  a  Part  of  their  Saint- 
4  fhip,  to  defpife  Dominions,  &c.  whofe  Defign  like 
1  that  of  Corah ,  was  the  Sharing  the  Government  among 
4  themfelves,  which  it  was  impottible  to  hope  foi  as 
4  long  as  Mofes  continued  a  King  in  Jejhurun  *,  nor  were 
4  they  awed  by  the  Solemnity,  and  Promiles  they  Ifad 
4  made  of  Obedience  to  him  :  For  faftious  Men  know 
f  they  mutt  addrefs  themfelves  to  the  People,  and  in 
4  the  firtt  Place,  perfwade  them  that  they  Manage  their 
4  Intereft  againtt  the  Ufurpations  oi  their  Governors,

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1  while  the  People  take  a  ftrange  Pride  in  hearing  and 
telling  the  Faults  of  their  Governors.  The  common 
Grounds  of  Seditions,  being  Ufurpations  upon  the 
People’s  Rights  (are  their  Pretences)  Arbitrary  Go¬ 
vernment,  and  ill  Management  of  Affairs,  as  if  they 
had  laid  we  appear  only  in  Behalf  of  the  fundamental 
\  Liberties  of  the  People,  both  Civil  and  Spiritual. 

Th&t-Mcfes  was  guilty  of  a  Breach  ofTruft  commit- 
4  ted  to  him  •,  fb  that  now  by  the  ill  Management  of  his 
Truft,  the  Power  was  again  devolv’d  into  the  Hands 
of  the  People,  and  they  ought  to  take  Account  of  his 
£  Aftions.  There  were  then  two  great  Principles,  by 
c  which  they  thought  to  defend Themfelves.  i.  That 
Liberty  and  a  Right  to  Power,  is  fo  inherent  in  the 
People,  that  it  cannot  be  taken  from  them.  2.  That 
in  Cafe  ofUfurpation,  upon  the  Liberty  of  the  People, 
4  they'  may  refume  the  Exercife  of  Power,  by  punifhing 
c  thole  who  are  guilty  of  it :  And  I  believe  they  will  be 
£  found  to  be  the  firft  Affertors  of  this  Kind  of  Liberty 
€  that  ever  were  in  the  World  *7  and  happy  had  it  been 
for  this  Nation,  if  Corah  had  never  found  any  Difciples 
in  it.  Of  the  latter  of  the  two  Proportions,  it  may  be 
laid  there  can  be  no  Principle  imagin’d  more  deftruftive 
to  civil  Societies,  and  repugnant  to  the  very  Nature  of 
Government  ^  for  it  deftroys  all  the  Obligation  of 
c  Oaths  and  Compacts  *,  it  makes  the  folemneft  Bonds  of 
1  Obedience  iignifie  nothing  *,  it  makes  every  profperous 
c  Rebellion  juft  ;  and  if  Cor  ah ,  Dathan ,  and  Ablram  had 
*  fucceeded  in  their  Rebellion  againft  Mofes^  no  doubt 
c  they  would  have  been  call’d  the  Keepers  of  the  Liber- 
c  ties  of  ISRAEL .  V'icL  Serm .  30  Jan*  1 66J  on  Jude 
c  u.  p.  2.  3.  7.  8.  11.  n.  21.  alfo  Conf  p.  22,  23.  &c . 
e  2 6.  to  29-# 

Thus  ’tis  plainly  proved  from  the  Canons,  Articles, 
Homilies,  Liturgy,  and  eminent  Divines  of  our  Church, 
that  Pailive  Obedience,  and  Non-Refiftance  to  our  Law¬ 
ful  Kings  and  Queens  o I  England,  have  always  been  the 
Difting milling  Cha  rafter  or  the  Sons  of  the  Church  of 
EnAancL  and  which  were  recommended  to  the  Chriftian 
World,  by  tile  Precepts  and  Example  of  our  blefied  S a- 

viour 
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viour,  and  the  Practice  oFhis  Apoftles,  and  of  his  tnoit 
immediate  Followers  ;  which  Copy  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  has  exaffly  tranicribed,  to  whofe  Immortal  Glory 
it  muftbe  faid,  that  ihe  alone  ("in  contradiftinftion  both  to 
Papifts  and  Diffenters)  hath  afferted  the  Principles  of 
Obedience  to  Princes  as  the  beft  Ages  or  Chriftianity 

owned  and  pratticed.  :  . 

Now  one  would  think  that, after  all  the  hifhucfion  in 
this  Doftrine,  from  fo  powerful  and  preaching  a  Clergy 
as  our  Priefts  and  Minifters  of  the  Church  of  UnglciYid 
then  were,  hiould  have  totally  convinc’d  the  Faftion 
of  Forty,  of  the  Heinoufnefs  of  their  grand  Rebellion, 
again!!  their  Hereditary  Sovereign  *,  and  their  wicked 
Offences  Ihould  be  forever  doom  d  to  the  low  eft  Fit  of 
Hell,  and  never  more  thought  of,)  much  lefi  practiced 
in  this  Kingdom,  or  brought  on  the  Stage  of  the  World 
again  yet  this  Witch,  this  Sin  of  Rebellion  (foi  all  it 
was  fo  near  dockt.  olf  to  the  Rump)  takes  Heart  and 
fprouts  again  ,  and  railes  its  Flead,  and  under  the 
Mask  of  delivering  this  Nation  from  Popery 3>  Slavery, 
and  Arbitrary  Government,  it  brings  in  a  Bill  of  Ex- 
clufion  to  cut  off  the  next  Royal  Heir  in  Blood,  which 
they  defign’d  to  Sacrifice  at  Pleafure  \  which  had  it  took 
Effeft,  the  Ax  of  the  Fa&ion  was,  laid  at  the  Root  of 
Monarchy,  on  Purpofe  to  ruine  the  whole  Royal  F amily 
of  the  S  t  U  A  R  T  S,  (as  at  prefent  fo  vifibly  appears) 
but  they  were  then  miraculoufly  preferv’d  by  fpirituai 
Lords,  who  reje^fed  the  Bill  and  flung  it  out  of  .then 
Houfe  to  their  Honour  and  Glory  ^tho’  it  had  by  a  gr eat 
Majority  then  paffed  the  Houfe  of  Commons }  And  if 
is  obfervable  that  it  did  not  reft  here,  for  the  Rebellious^ 
Faction  follow’d  , it  clofe  at  Heels,  and  never  left  cm 
plotting  the  King’s  and  the  Duke’s  Deftruflion,  till  they 
were  catch’d  in  the  Famous  AiFaffi  nation,  a nd  Rye- Houfe 
Gonfpiracy,  for  which  Treafon  and  Rebellion  many 
of  thole  pretended  Saints  buffered  according  to  Law, 

King  Charles  the  2d,  had  fcarcely  ftem’dthe  Tide  of 
the  Faftion,  and  hardly  (as  it  were)  recover’d  the  Mo¬ 
narchy  out  of  Danger*,  but  to  the  great  Surprize  and 
Grief  of  the  whole  Nation,  he  dies  of  a  violent  fit  of  ar±

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Apoplexy,  leaving  the  Crowns  of  England,  Scotland , 
France,  and  Ireland ,  to  be  enjoyed  by  James  the  juB  *  the 
true,  and  undoubted  Son  and  only  Heir  left  of  the  Royal 
Martyr,  King  Charles  the  Firft,  of  pious  Memory  *  The 
Breath  of  his  Royal  Brother,  being  thus  fled  to  the  Im¬ 
mortal  Manfions  of  Eternal  Glory,  and  this  mighty 
Prince  being  left  alone,  went  immediately  to  the  late 
King’s  Council,  and  at  his  firft  coming  he  was  graci-

Tongue  and  Heart,  publiih  and  proclaim  the  fame  ^ 
be  l  eeching  God  that  he  might  with  many  and  happy 
.Years  Reign  ove  r  them ,  •  The  Names  of  the  Peers,  &c*

The 
Duke’s  Declaration  ,  foon  after,  the  Earl  of  Argyle  is  de- 
ferted  by  the  Rebels,  and  taken  as  well  as  Rumbald  the 
Malfter,  and  were  both  executed  as  Traytors  for  their 
Treafon  and  Rebellion  •  Monmouth  and  his  Rebells  were 
put  to  the  Rout,  and  Lord  Gray  and  he,  taken  £nd  lent  to 
the  Tower  of  London ,  and  Monmouth  is  beheaded.  His .

?Twas  reported  that  the  Lord  Gray  betray’d  Monmouth 
to  the  King,  but  the  good  Conduft  and  fpeedy  End  put 
to  this  Rebellion,  was  purely  owing  to  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  the  Prince  of  Orange,  who  being  let  into  AdonmoutW s 
Defigns  ,  according  to  his  Duty  and  great  AifeSrion  and 
Love  he  bore  to  his  Wife’s  Father,  fent  him  an  Exprefs 
what  Number  of  Forces  he  had,  and  where  he  and  Argyle 
intended  to  Land  •  but  whether  this  be  Truth,  or  not,  I 
Jhall  not  at  this  Time  determine  •,  but  we  find  this  to  be 
Faff,  and  are  credibly  informed,  nay  it  hands  recorded, 
c  that  the  Duke  of  Monmouth  was  all  along  made  a  Tool  of

There  are  feme  who  mightily  blame  King  James  for 
his  hafty  cutting  off,  and  denying  to  hear  what  Monmouth 
had  to  fpeak  to  his  Majefty  before  his  Death  *  and  the 
whole  Fault  thereof  was  then  charg’d  home  on  the 
Queen,  as  if  her  Majefty  fo  much  thirfted  after,  and 
long’d  for  the  Blood  of  the  Duke  ^  that  fhe  would  not  reft 
"till  he  was  executed  to  her  revenge  *,  I  fay  this  Story 
the  FafHon  did  then  raife  on  the  Queen,  and  do  fill 
make  Ule  of  the  fame,  to  fain  the  Character  of  fo  great 
a  Princefs  but  I  appeal  to  the  Nation,  whether  that 
great  Misfortune  was  not  purely  owing  to  the  Advice 
of  a  certain  Earl,  and  others,  that  were  of  the  King’s 
Council,  who  deceived  the  King  in  this  very  Matter,  and 
whetherthey  may  not  be  prefum’d  toJiave  flatter’d  hisMa- 
jefty  with  Hopes  of  Eftabliihing  his  Religion,  when  they

AFter  the  Storm  that  feemed  to  he  coming  upon  us  when  we 
parted  l aft ,  1  am  glad  to  meet  you  all  again  in  fo  great  a 
Teace  and  Quiet  nefs  ^  Cod  Almighty  he  praifed ,  by  whofe  Blef- 
fings  that  Rebellion  was  fuppreffed  \  when  I  reflect  what  an  in¬ 
considerable  number  of  Aden  begun  it ,  and  how  long  they  carried 
it  on  without  any  Oppofition ,  I  hope  every  Body  will  he  convinced 
that  the ,  Militia  fo  much  depended  on ,  is  not  fuff  cient  *  and 
there  is  nothing  hut  a  good  Force  of  well  difciplin  d  Troops ,  that 
can  defend  us  from  fuch  as  either  at  Home  or  Abroad  are  dif- 
pofed  to  difturb  us .  Let  no  Man  take  Exception  that  there  are 
fome  Officers  in  the  Army ,  not  qualified  by  the  late  Teft  *  I  muft 
tell  you  the  Gentlemen  are  well  known  to  me,  have  ferved  me  faith¬ 
fully  ^  and  have  always  approved  their  Loyalty  by  their  Principles 
and  P  radices  *  I Jhall  deal  plainly  with  you,  I  will  neither  expofe 
them  to  Di/grace  nor  my  felf  to  the  Want  of  them  j  I  am  afraid 
fome  may  he  fo  wicked ,  as  to  hope  a  Difference  may  happen  be¬ 
tween  you  and  me  upon  tfris  Occafion  j  hat  I  will  not  apprehend 
that  any  Thing  can  jhake  you  in  your  Loyalty  to  me,  who  by  God's 
B l effing  will  ever  make  you  returns  of  Kindnefs  and  Protection , 
with  a  Rcfolution  to  venture  even  my  Life  in  your  Defence ,  and 
the  true  Inter  eft  of  this  Kingdom.

Here  y;ou  may  obferve  that  the ’King  is  put  upon 
two  defperate  Attempts  more  in  this  Speech,  to  make 
him  ciaih  with  his  Parliament,  viz.,  the  asking  as  it  were 
a  handing  Army,  and  the  employing  Roman  Catholicks 
contrary  to  the  l  eft,  both  which  no  doubt  the  King  was 
adyiled  to  by  the  Council  •  on  the  loth  of  Aiarch  a  Pro¬ 
clamation  came  forth  for  his  Majefties  general  and  free 
Pardon  unto  all  fuch  Subjects  as  had  actually  been  enga¬ 
ged  in  the  late  Rebellion,  or  been  in  Arms  with  the  late 
Duke  of  Monmouth  or  Argyle ,  or  Others  againft  his  Ma¬ 
jefties  Perlon  and  Government  •  and  leveral  of  the  Con- 
ipirators  were  admitted  to  Grace,  and  Favour  *,  another 
was  iifued  forth  the  2 1  of  May  for  calling  Home  John  Desbo- 
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rough,  and  9  or  10  others,  to  return  into  England,  by 
the  22<i  of  July-  Fide  Hifto.  Guid.  Page  177. 

About  this  Time  the  Earl  of  Sunderland ,  the  bet¬ 
ter  to  infinuate  liimfelf  into  the  King’s  Bofom,  turns 
Roman  Catholiclc  ;  which  being  told  (  by  fome  ignorant 
of  the  grand  Secret  between  him,  and  the  Prince  of 
Orange')  to  his  Highnefs,  He,  without  .Surprize,  mer¬ 
rily  replyed,  let  him  turn  any  Thing,  rather  than 
turn  out.:  However,  he  continued  in  his  Poll,  and  was 
well  efteem’d  of  by  King  James ,  as  the  moft  faithful 
of  his  Subje&s  •,  and  now  Nothing  of  Moment  paffed 
without  his  Infpe&ion,  and  Approbation;  whilft  on 
a  fudden  the  Popular  Fury  began  to  rouze  it  felf, 
which  appear’d  firft  in  Fears,  and  Jealoufies,  andin- 
linuated  the  Notion  of  Popery’s  coming  in,  through¬ 
out  the  whole  Nation,  which  was  vaftly  improved  by 
feveral  fublequent  railages.  .  .  . 

No  Man  can  imagine  but  the  King  was  mightily 
pleas’d  with  his  new  Convert,  which  his  Quality,  and 
great  Abilities  rendered  the  more  confiderable :  His 
Eagernels  to  promote  the  Church  of  Rome,  deluded 
the  King  into  a  great  Opinion  of  his  Zeal  and  Sin¬ 
cerity,  and  being  himfelf  Zealous  in  his  Religion,  He 
thought  his  new  Convert  fo  too;  and  upon  this  Sup- 
pofition  allowed  him  the  Liberty  of  ordering  every 
Thing  as  he  pteafed.  Father  Petre  a  furious  bigotted 
Frith  is  introduced  into  the  privy  Council  ( tho’  as 
1  am  well  affured  againft'the  Inclination  and.  Opini¬ 
on  of  that  moft  injured  Lady  the  Queen,  who  in  Tears 
on  her  Knees  beg’d  the  King  to  refufe  him,  with  too 
juft  Reafon  forefeeing  the  evil  Confequences : )  He  is 
no  fooner  got  into  Power,  but  he  exerts  it  to  the  Ru¬ 
in  of  his  Mafter ;  Mafs-Houfes  are  opened  in  many  • 
Places,  and  by  the  Advice  and  Management  of  thefe 
Jehu  Drivers,'  the  King  is  put  upon  fuch  dangerous 
Attempts,  as  could  not  but  in  the  End  be  fatal  to  him. 
To  add  to  thefe  the  Arrival  of  Count  Dada,  in  the 
Quality  of  Nuncio  from  the  Pope,  encrealed  the  Jea- 
loufy,  and  alarm’d  the  Minds  of  moft  Men  afrefh ;  in 
ftiort,  Nothing  was  left  un?ttempted  by  this  treache¬ 
rous 
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rous  Miniftry,  to  render  the  King  odious.  They  had 
Judges  to  tell  him  he  might,  according  to  Law,  do 
Lome  Things,  and  difpenfe  with  others  ^  in  which  they 
milled  him  on  Purpol'e  hill  to  alienate  the  Affections 
of  the  People  from  him  *,  nay,  lo  reft  1  els  were  their 
Importunities  that  the  moft  incon fide r able  Trifle  was 
fufficient  to  pick  a  Quarrel,  which  when  they  had 
once  undertaken,  the  Royal  Authority  muff  affert  •  as 
in  the  Cafe  of  Dr.  Sharpy  then  Dean  of  Norwich ,  and 
the  Bifhop  of  London.  Yet  how  trifling  foever  thefe  Oc- 
cafions  might  be  in  themfelves,  they  anfwered  the 
great  Ends  ^  and  the  leaf!  Spark  in  this  Confufion  made 
a  great  Blaze  in  the  State. 

And  leaft  the  People  fhould  cool  in  thefe  dreadful 
Apprehenfions  of  the  Invafion  of  their  Liberty  and 
Property,  there  was  Care  taken  to  fupply  them  with 
a  constant  Series  of  Stories,  not  a  Day  palling  with¬ 
out  fome  terrible  Inftance  of  the  EffeCt  of  *  Popery, 
and  Arbitrary  Power  ^  whether  true,  or  falle,  was  not 
the  Cafe,  for  the  more  the  King’s  Intereft  in  the  Af¬ 
fections  of  the  People  declined,  the  more  violently 
was  he  puftfd  upon  fome  dangerous  Attempts  or  o- 
ther. 

The  Cafe  of  Magdalen -Colie dge  in  Oxford  was  a  fright¬ 
ful  Prefident  to  the  reft ;  and  lead  this  ihould  not 
blacken  him  enough,  they  importunately  prefs  him  to 
ilfue  out  his  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Gonfcience,  ob¬ 
liging  and  commanding  all  the  Clergy  to  read  it  *,  this 
was  the  moft  diftaftful,  and  unpalatable  ACt  he  could 
impofe  on  them,  while  the  Diffenters  on  the  other 
Hand  watched  at  every  Church,  to  fee  who  read  it, 
and  who  refufed  it,  that  they  might  make  themfelves 
Informers  againft  them. 

Thus  his  Majefty’s  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Con- 
fcience  is  next  to  be  fet  on  Foot*,  tis  true  indeed  its 
Ulefulnefs  was  lb  defirable  a  Thing  to  Diffenters  of 
.all  Perfwafions,  hoping  to  be  freed  from  all  the  Pe¬ 
nalties  executed  on  that  Score  ;  and  the  King  who  or- 
ly  defired  a  Libert^  by  Law  for  his  Catholicks  too, 
made  him  to  iffue  out  his  faid  Declaration ,  and  it 
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could  never  have  failed  to  obtain  an  Eftablilhmenfc  from 
the  Reafon  and  Judgment  of  an  English  Parliament. 
But  this  would  have  fo  much  united  the  Hearts  and 
Affections  of  Englifh  Subjects  with  their  King,  and 
laid  luch  an  invincible  Rub  in  the  Way  of  the  Prince’s 
Defigns,  that  it  became  one  of  the  nice#  and  mo# 
'ticklifh  Points  to  manage,  the  hardeff  to  ward  off,  and 
the  moil  dextrous  and  artful  Part  of  their  Game  ^ 
there  was  no  down-right  oppofing  fo  general  and  de¬ 
ferable  an  End  •  it  was  eafier  to  poifbn  and  divert  y  the 
King  was  hr#  put  upon  effablifhing  this  Liberty  by 
a  Proclamation,  that  fo  the  Parliament  might  be  pre- 
judic  d  again#  it,  which  otherwise  it  would  have 
granted,  upon  the  Account  of  the  fir#  Meafure  taken 
aoout  it  ^  but  finding  the  Benefit  which  was  to  be  reap*- 
ed  from  this  Liberty  would  have  digeffed,  and  fweet- 
ned  this  Pill,  from  a  Pretence  of  laving  the  King’s 
Honour,  from  a  Foile,  and  making  all  Pure,  tho’ real¬ 
ly  with  a  Defign  to  ruin  him,  and  bailie  the  fame,  they 
put  him  upon  the  regulating  and  clofetting  Pro¬ 
jects,  and  from  thence  arofe  the  Reports  that  the 
King  defign  d  to  introduce  Popery,  and  ruin  the  Church 
o  ['England,  and  that  they  were*  only  made  ufe  of  as 
the  molt  proper  Fools  y  from  hence  fprung  the  Let¬ 
ter  to  a  Diifenter  to  pelrhvade  them  again#  lending 
their  Hand,  or  Affiflance  to  lo  wicked  a  Defign,  and 
the  feveral  Anfwers  thereunto-  but  the  Presbiterians 
were  fo  deep  in  this  Plot  again#  King  James's  real 
Defig  ns,  that  (  as  an  eminent  Author  fays  )  it  was  im - 
poffible  ttocy  JJjouid  fucceedj  for  they  were  not  fo  eafily  wheed¬ 
led  into  a  Forgetfulnefs  of  what  they  had  fo  lately  fufferd  ; 
and  alt  no  they  gave  the  Popifh  Fathers  many  good  Words  y 
a?id  fair  Prornifs ,  yet  when  they  had  an  Opportunity ,  they 
gave  fuch  bold  Hints'  of  their  Refolutions  to  defeat  the  Ex¬ 
pectations  of  thofe  Gentlemen ,  that  l  p  rot  eft  (fays  he)  1 
iv  on  dr  cd  at  nothing  more  than  to  fee  them  fo  far  infatuated 
as  to  believe •  they  fhonld  ever  reap  any  ^Advantage  from  our 
Non-Cons,  Vid  His.  Defer,  p.  2. 

Thus  ’ds  mani fed:  that  all  Sides  plaid  faff  and  loofe 
with  their  King  *  but  the  Papifts  and  Presbiterians 

knew. 
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knew  of  the  Prince’s  Defi^ns  at  the  Bottom,  of  ex¬ 
cluding  the  King  from  his  Government,  and  taking 
it  upon  himfeif  *,  tho’  the  Church-Men  were  not  let 
into  the  Secret  *,  for  they  had  no  other  Defigns  in 
View,  but  to  fave  their  Churches,  and  the  Rights  and 
Properties  of  the  People,  by  bringing  the  King  to' 
Reafon,  and  not  to  force  him  to  Exile,  and  that  was 
the  Reafon  they  refufed  to  read  the  Declaration.  It 
was  this  that  alarm’d  the  Bilhops,  as  was  dcfign’d  by 
thole  fubtile  Minifters  that  were  in  the  Prince’s  Se¬ 
cret,  and  this  obliged  them  to  think  of  petitioning 
the  King  again!!  it  \  upon  which  thofe  Beautefeux  be¬ 
ing  afraid  left  the  King  fhould  call  in  his  Proclama¬ 
tion,  having  always  found  it  hard  enough  to  bring  him 
to  fuch  Methods,  they  order  the  Bulinels  lb  that  the 
Bilhops  were  fo  long  in  prefenting  their  Petition  to 
the  King,  that  tho’  their  Reafons  had  convinc’d,  and 
fatisfy’d  him,  yet  there  was  not  Time  to  counter¬ 
mand  his  farmer  Orders,  though  never  fo  willing  ;  up¬ 
on  which  they  took  Occafion  to  incenle  the  King 
againft  them,  as  if  they  had  delayed  their  Petition  fo  , 
long  with  Defign  to  embroil  him  with  his  People  ^ 
and  fo  run  the  Bilhops  to  the  Tower,  and  from  thence 
to  the  Bar,  for  publifhing  their  faid  Petition  *,  and 
’tis  worth  Obfervation  to  know  how  this  was  print¬ 
ed. 

About  22  Years  after  this  Myftery  of  Iniquity  came 
to  Light,  ( the  Story  is  told  thus )  Father  Peters  be¬ 
ing  one  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  in  the  Secret  of 
my  Lord  Sunder  landy  after  the  Bilhops  Petition  had 
been  prelented  to  the  King,  effeTually  to  bring  on 
the  Reyolution,  he  gives  the  laid  Petition  to  one  Mr* 
Dennis ,  formerly  a  Bookfeller,  but  then  newly  turn’d 
an  Hawker,  or  Cryer  of  News  *,  this  Man  being  very- 
well  acquainted  with  Father  Peters ,  (  as  he-  declares 
himielf)  he  gave  him  (  it  feems  )  the  laid  Copy,  and 
bid  him  print  it,  and  make  what  Money  he  could  of 
it  \  the  Man  not  conhdering  what  *  Damage,  or  I  rou¬ 
ble,  would  come  of  it,  carries  it  to  Mr.  , Harry  Hills 
junior  ;  whofe  Father  was  at  that  Time  the  King's 
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Printer,  and  the  faid  Son  the  Meffenger  of  the  Prefs  ; 
thefe  two  confult  what  to  do  with  it  *,  at  laft  they 
agree  to  fhare  all  the  Money  arifmg  thereby. 

But  upon  Second  Confideration,  they  fear  Trouble 
will  come  of  it,  if  they  print  it  and  publiih  it  with¬ 
out  Authority  \  at  laft  the  faid  Mr.  Dennis  was  forc’d 
to  go  down  to  Father  Peters ,  to  get  Authority  for 
printing  of  it ;  Peters  it  feems  takes  it  from  the  Man, 
carries  it  into  the  Council-Chamber,  and  brings  an 
Order  fign’d  under  Sunderland' s  Hand  for  the  printing 
of  it,  (  tho’  the  Bifhops  were  tried  for  publifhing  it ) 
they  accordingly  printed  the  faid  Paper  at  the  King’s 
Houfe  *,  that  is,  the  Son  unknown  to  any  Perfon  fets 
it  privately  at  his  Father’s  printing  Houfe,  and  works 
it  off  a-nights  after  all  People  were  gone  to  Bed  and 
this  Dennis  is  employed  in  felling  of  them  privately 
about  the  Town,  and  (if  what  he  faith  be  Truth  ) 
he  got  half  a  Crown  a -piece  for  them  in  the  City  of 
London  and  Weftrmnfier }  at  laft  it  came  to  the  King’ s 
Ear  (  no  queftion  as  was  defign’d  by  the  Min  iff  ry  ) 
and  a  pretended  Search  by  this  Meffenger  of  the 
Prefs  made  daily,  but  declared  to  the  Secretary  that 
he  could  not  find  out  the  Printer  ^  at  Jaft  he  pre¬ 
tends  to  find  a  Bundle,  no  lefs  than  a  Hundred  of 
them,  and  brought  them  down  to  Whitehall ,  as  if  fome 
Perfon  had  dropt  them }  thus  their  Matters  were  le~ 
curely  and  covertly  carried  on  •  and  having  well  flock’d 
the  Town  with  the  faid  Prints,  for  no  Perfon  durff 
venture  to  print  them,  becaufe  this  Meffenger  was 
continually  fearching  every  Printer’s  Houfe,  not  fb 
much  to  ferve  the  Government,  as  to  prevent  them 
Ipoiling  their  Run  ;  at  lafl  Dennis  takes  a  Countrey  Jour¬ 
ney,  and  by  Degrees  fells  them  all  over  England ■, 
whilft  young  Hills  continually  fupplieshim  from  Time 
to  Time  as  he  had  Occafipn  for  them  ^  and  as  he 
ftys  they  got  Five  Hundred  Pounds  betwixt  them  by 
felling  this  Paper. 

The  Bifliops-  wer£  hardly  fent  to  the  Tom?)  and  got 
fafe  there,  ( tho’  they  might  have  been  at  Liberty  upon 
their  own  Bail  if  they  would  have  given  it)  but  on  the 
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loth  of  June  following,  we  find  this  following;  Account 
in  the  London  Gazette  No.  2354  from  White- Hull, c  That  , 
4  this  Day  between  9  and  1  o  in  the  Morning,  the  Queen 
4  was  fafely  deliver’d  of  a  Prince  at  St.  James’s  j  His  Ma- 
4  jeftv,  the  Queen  Dowager,  moft  of  the  Lords  of  the 
4  Privy  Council,  and  divers  Ladies  of  Quality  being  pre- 
4  fent }  and  about  Noon  the  Council  being  met,  it  was 
4  ordered  there  Ihould  be  a  general  Thanfgiving  to  be 
4  obferv’d  within  the  Cities  of  London  and  Weflminfter, 

4  and  Parts  adjacent  on  Sunday  the  17  inftamyand  14  Days 
4  after  in  all  other  Parts  of  this  Kingdom  *,  and  that  No- 
4  tice  fhould  be  given  of  the  Birth  of  the  Prince  to  the 
4  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  that  Bonfires,  and  publick  Re** 

4  joycings  might  be  made,-  which  was  accordingly  per-* 

4  form’d,  after  firing  the  Guns  at  the  Tower,  with  all  the 
4  Demonftrations  of  extraordinary  Joy,  which  fo  great 
4  a  Bleliing  beftow’d  upon  their  Majefties,  and  all  his 
4  Majefties  Dominions,  hath  filled  the  Hearts  of  his 
4  Subjects. 

On  Sunday  the  17th  of  June  following,  a  Form  of 
Prayers,  with  Thankfgiving  for  the  fafe  Delivery  of  the 
Queen,  and  happy  Birth  of  the  young  Prince,  was  com- 
poled  by  die  Bifhops  of  the  Church  of  England ,  and  or¬ 
der’d  to  be  ufed  on  that  Day’s  Solemnity  in  all  Churches 
and  Chappels  within  the  Cities  of  London  and  Wefiminfie/* „ 
and  Ten  Miles  difiance  *,  and  upon  the  firft  of  July  next: 
in  all  other  Places  throughout  this  Kingdom  of  England , 
Dominion  of  Wales,  and  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed , 
Vid.  Form  of  Prayers,  printed  by  his  Majefties  fpeciai 
Command  at  London ,  by  Charles  BUJ ,  Henry  Hills ,  and  Tho¬ 
mas  Newcomb ,  Printers  to  the  King’s  moft  excellent  Ma~ 
jefty,  Anno  1688. 

In  the  faid  Prayers  you  will  find  in  the  fir fi  Collect, 
infiead  of  that  for  the  Day,  thefe  following  Words, c  we 
4  devoutly  offer  our  moft  hearty  Thanfs  to  thy  Divine 
4  Majefty,  that  thou  haft  given  our  dread  Sovereign  his 
*  Hearts  Defire  *,  and  haft  not  deny’d  us  the  Requeft  of 
4  our  Lips  in  Bleftlng  him,  and  our  moft  gracious  Queen 
4  with  a  Son,  and  all  his  Subjects  with  a  fringe  •  Efta- 
[  blifh  theThing,  Q  God,  which  thou  haft  wrought  among 
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4  «s  grant  the  Princely  Infant,  Health,  Strength, 

‘  and  long  Life  ;  that  he  may  grow  up  to  live  in  thy 
4  Fear,  and  to  thy  Glory,  and  to  excel  in  all  Virtues 
1  becoming  his  high  Birth,  and  the  Royal  Dignity  to 

*  which  thou  haft  ordained  him  •,  O  prepay  thy  loving 
4  Mercy  and  Faithfulnels,  that  they  may  ever  preferve 
1  him  for  the  Honour  of  thy  Name,  and  the  Eftablifh- 

*  ment  of  the  Peace,  Security  and  Happinefs  of  thefe 
4  Nations  from  Generation  to  Generation  ;  and  this  we

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On  the  29th  of  June  following;  at  the  Court  of  White - 
Hall ,  the  King’s  moll  excellent  Majefiy  prefent  in  Coun¬ 
cil,  with  the  Lord  Chancellor  Jefferies,  the  Earl  of  Sun¬ 
derland  Lord  Prelident  of  the  Council,  the  Lord  Arundel 
of  Wardour  Privy  Seal,  Lord  Marquis  of  Powis ,  Earl  of 
Mulgrave  Lord  Chamberlain,  Earl  of  Huntingdon ,  Eari  of 
Bath,  Earl  of  Craven ,  Earl  of  Berkley ,  Earl  of  Meljort , 
Earl  of  Cafllemain ,  Lord  Beflafyfe ,  Mr.  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer ,  Sir  Nicholas  Butler ,  Mr.  Peters,  callecL  Father 
JPeters,  did  fet  forth  an  Order  of  Council  then  made  in  the 
Words  following, c  Whereas  by  the  late  Aft  of  Unifor-

c  of  Orange ,  the  happy  News  of  the  Birth  of  the  Prince,

You  may  fuccefiively  find  in  the  Gazettes  of  London ,  the 
King  of  France's  Congratulation  on  the  lame  Subjeft,  made 
by  his  Ambaffador,  as  well  as  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans ,  and 
from  Venice,  Flanders ,  Sweeden ,  Denmark ,  Genoa ,  Portugal , 
Poland ,  Modena, ,  all  congratulating  the  King  and  Queen 
upon  the  fame  Account. 

In  a  Book  reprinted  in  the  Year  1701,  Intituled,  The 
Congratulations  of  fever al  Kings  and  Princes  to  King  James  the 
Second ,  on  the  faid  Birth  in  1688,  you  will  find  in  p.  9. 
this  following  Account,  viz-  a  Lift  ol  the  Names  of  the 
Worthy  Perfons  of  the  2  Univerfities  that  wrote  the 
Congratulatory  Poems  in  Latin  and  Englijh ,  on  the  Birth 
of  the  Prince  of Wales  in  the  Year  1688,  called  ftrena  Na¬ 
talities  Oxonienfes  in  Celfiffimum  Principem  j  Oxonij  £•  Thea¬ 
tre  Sheldoniano  Anno  Dom.  1688.  There  is  Gilbert  Iron  fide 
Vice  Cancel.  Academia  Oxon .  Gfc.  with  t  20  other  Perlons 
of  all  Degrees,  who  wrote  on  the  faid  Birth.  And  again  p. 
1 2  Illuflriffimi  Principi  Ducis  Cor  nubia,  &  Comitis  Palatini , 
&c.  Genethliacon  Cant^brigia  cx  cfficind  Joan  Hayes  Celeberri - 
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Academia  Typography  id 88.  The  firft  is  Jo-  Montague 
Procan.  &c.  with  140  others  who  vvrote  on  the  laid  Birth  ; 
and  that  which  Crowns  all,  is  their  Royal  Highneffes  the 
Princefs  and  Prince  of  Orange  them fe Ives  before  the 
Revolution,  did  according  to  King  James' s  Ordrr, 
he  made  in  Council,  pray  for  all  the  Royal  Family 
by  Name,  in  their  Chappel  Royal  at  the  Hague ,  as 
it  flood  altered  by  the  faid  King,  and  his  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  in  Council,  in  the  Council  Chamber.  All  Things 
now  being  ripe  for  a  Revolution  in  England ,  the  Dutch 
took  Occafion  to  arm  both  by  Sea  and  Land,  upon 
Pretence  of  a  Difference  betwixt  the  King  of  France , 
and  the  Pope,  and  fo  by  this  Delufion  blinded  the 
Eyes  of  our  Englijh  Court,  that:  they  never  faw,  or  would 
believe  themfelves  concerned  any  ways  in  it,  till  it  was 
too  late  to  help  it  *,  and  that  which  opened  the  Eyes 
of  England  was  the  Count  D ’  Avaux  the  French  King’s 
f^mbalfadour’s  Memorial,  delivered  to  the  States  the 
pth  of  September.  Vid.  His.  Defl  p.  45. 

September  28th  following  his  Majefly  King  James  fets 
out  a  Declaration  to  this  EffefL 

THAT  he  had  received  undoubted  Advice ,  that  a 
great  and  fudden  Invafion  from  Holland,  with  an 
armed  Force  of  Foreigners  and  Grangers,  will  fpeedily  be 
made  in  an  ho  file  Manner  upon  his  Kingdoms  \  and  alt  ho7 
fome  falfe  Pretences  relating  to  Liberty ,  Property ,  and  Re¬ 
ligion ,  contrived  and  worded  with  Art  and  Subtlety ,  may 
be  given  out  (  as  fhall  be  thought  ufeful  upon  fuch  an  At¬ 
tempt  )  yet  it  is  manifest  (  confidering  the  great  Preparati¬ 
ons  they  are  mahng  )  that  no  lefs  Matter  by  this  Pnvafion 
is  propofed ,  than  an  abfolute  ConfuePl  of  thefe  our  Kingdoms  y 
and  laftly,  we  do  moPl  exprefly ,  and  firiPlly  enjoin ,  and  pro¬ 
hibit  all  and  every  of  our  Subjects  from  giving  Aid ,  Affi~ 
fiance ,  Count enand \  or  Succour ,  or  from  holding  any  Cor - 
rcfp&ndence  with  our  Enemies ,  upon  Pain  of  High  1  reafon9 
to  be  profecuted  and  proceeded  again  PI  with  the  utmost  Se¬ 
verity.  Qivcn  at  onr  Court  at  Whitehall  2  2th  of  September 
1^8 
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September  30th,  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcafile, 
the  Earls  of  Ltndfey,  and  Derby ,  and  the  Lora  Grimes , 
and  others  of  the  Nobility  were  laid  to  have  offer* 
ed  their  Service  to  his  Majefty  on  this  great  Occasi¬ 
on,  and  feveral  of  them  had  Commiffions  lent  them 
to’raife  Men  in  their  Countries  upon  this  fudden  Ex* 
pedition. 

On  the  2  id  of  October,  the  King  declared  publick- 
fy  in  Council,  that  he  would  reflate  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  London  \  fo  that  the  Bifhops  the  next  Day 
turn’d  their  Requefts  into  Thanks  for  haying  pr er 
vented  their  Petition  ^  The  Council  and  Miniftei  s  of 
State  by  this  Time  became  fo  fenfible  of  their  Dan¬ 
ger,  that  on  this  Day  they  procured  a  general  Par¬ 
don  for  them fe Ives,  and  only  excepted  CoTlonel  John 
Ramfey,  John  Wildman ,  Eftp  Litus  Oats,  Robert  Fergufon ,

This  Day  at" the  Chappel-Royal  at  St.  James 's  ,  His 
Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales,  being  before  chrift' ned, 
was  folemnly  named  (  amid  ft  the  Ceremonies  and  Rites  of 
Baptifm  )  fames,!  Francis,  Edward*  his  Holinefs  (  repre¬ 
sented  by  his  Nuncio  )  Godfather ,  and  the  Oueen  Dowa¬ 
ger  Godmother  the  King  and  Queen  affifed  at  the  Solem¬ 
nity  with  great  _A.ttend.ance  of  Nobility  and  Gentry ,  and 
Concourfc  of  People  j  all  expr effing  that  Joy  and  Satisfaction 
which  was  fuit able  to  the  Place  and  Occafion • 

The-  17th  of  October,  there  was  a  Proclamation  let 
out  by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  Majefty  for.  refto- 
ring  to  all  the  Corporations  their  ancient  Charters, 
Liberties,  Rights  and  Franchiles  *,  and  the  Fellows  of 
St.  Mary  Magdalen  Colledge  in  Oxford ,  and  Dr.  Hough 
was  reftored  *,  as  was  alfo  the  fame*  Day  the  Earl  of 
Oxford  to  his  Office  of  L6rd  Lieutenant  of  the  County 

of  Effex.  . 

October  2 id,  an  extraordinary  Council  met,  where 
were  alfo  prelent  by  his  Majefties  Deiire  and  Ap¬ 
pointment,  her  Majefty  Queen  Dowager  *  .and  fuch  of 

the 
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the  Peers  of  this  Kingdom,  both  Spiritual,  and  Tem¬ 
poral,  as  were  in  Town }  and  alfo  the  Lord  Mayor, 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  London ,  the .  Judges,  and 
feveral  of  their  Ma jellies  Council  learned  in  the  Law, 
and  the  Deponents  who  were  to  declare  upoir  Oath, 
what  they  knew  of  the  Birth  of  his  Royal  Highnefs 
the  Prince  of  Wales  j  in  Order  thereto  the  King  fpake 
to  this  Effeft.

IH  AV  E  called  you  together  upon  a  very  extraordinary

The  Nation  was  at  this  Time  mightily  exafpera- 
ted  agaipft  the  Court  Party,  fo  that  all  Places  were  filled 
with  Reports  and  Wifpers  to  their  Difadvantage  5 
many  of  which  were  falfe,  and  fome  ridiculous  and 
impolEble,  which  yet  were  then  greedily  fwallowed? 
and  induffrioufly  fpread  and  promoted  7  the  Authors 
of  them  being  unknown,  and  doing  it  on  various  Ac¬ 
counts  ^  fome  out  of  mere  Wantonnefi  and  Banter  ;

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others  out  of  Spite,  Defign,  and  Averfion *,  and  there 
.can  be  Nothing  more  unreasonable  than  to  be  obli¬ 
ged  to  prove  aH  the  filly  Forgeries  and  Stories  then 
.fpread  abroad  by  thofe  who  meant  the  King’s  Inte- 
reft  no  Good.  To  put  a  Stop  to  thefe  Humours,  a 
Proclamation  was  publifhed  the  2 6  pi  Ottober. 

The  28  Inftant  the  Earl  of  Sunderland  was  removed 
from  his  Office  of  principal  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
Lord  Vifcount  Prefton  put  in  his  Room  :  This  Change 
pleafed  many,  but  (alafs  ! )  it  came  too  late  }  as  the  Caufe 
of  his  Difiniffion  was  then  wholly  unknown,  fo  it  gave 
Occafion  to  the  Reviving  a  Report,  that  had  been  fpread 
not  long  before,  upon  the  Imprisonment  of  Sir  Bevil 
Skelton  the  Englijh  AmbafTador .  in  France,  that  there  had 
lately  been  a  League  concluded  between  the  King  of 
England  and  France ,  for  the  Extirpation  of  the  Proteftant 
Religion  here,  and  eftablifhing  Popery  and  Arbitrary 
Government}  for  which  End  the  French  King  was  to 
fend  a  confiderable  Army,  and  a  great  Sum  of  Money 
into  England  *,  as  it  was  before  Printed,  that  Skelton  being 
a  Proteftant  had  difcoverki  this  Tranfaftion  to  the  Prince 
of  Orange,  fo  it  was  now  faid  Sunderland  had  loft  the 
Original  League  out  of  his  Efcruitore,  and  that  it  was 
carried  over  to  the  Prince  of  Orange ,  who  would  produce 
it  to  the  Parliament  of  England . 

The  29th,  An  Account  was  given  to  the  Court  of  the 
Dutch  Fleet  confifting  of  52  Men  of  War,  with  a  very 
numerous  Attendance  of  Victuallers,  and  other  Ships  and 
Veffels  for  Tranfportation  of  the  Land  Forces,  failed 
the  Friday  before,  which  was  the  1 9th  N  S .  and  the 
loth  at  Night,  being  very  Stormy,  they  had  fuffered 
confiderable  Lofs,  having  400  Horfes*  thrown  overboard, 
and  feveral  dead  Men  :  and  on  the  5th  of  November  we  - 
were  again  told  that  the  Dutch  Fleet  had  fuftained  a 
greater  Lofs  than  was  firft  reported }  that  there  were  i  500 
Horfes  dead  and  unferviceable,  and  what  not }  but  thefe 
tvere  only  Lies  raifed  by  the  Fafbion  to  amufe  the  Court. 
Much  about  this  Time  a  Parcel  of  the  Prince  of  Orange's 
Declarations  (which  had  been  kept  up  fb  long  private  I 
were  intercepted  in  London ,  and  upon  reading  that  ExpreilT 
. '  ‘  on 
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on  in  it  ‘  that  the  Prince  was  moft  earneftly  invited  hither 
*  by  divers  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
«  by  many  Gentlemen  and  Others.  The  King  fent  to 
Lome  of  the  Bilhops  and  required  them  to  fet  their 
Hands  to  an  Abhorrence  of  the  Prince  of  Orange’s  inten¬ 
ded  Invafion  by  fuch  a  Day,  which  was  delign’d  to  be 
tack’d  to  a  Declaration.  But  the  Bilhops  of  Canterbury , 
Peterborough,  and  Rochefter,  on  whom  the  Storm  fell  ( I 
have  been  informed  that  the  Bilhops  of  London,  and  St. 
u4faph,  afterwards  of  Worcester,  were  the  Caufes  that  no¬ 
thing  was  do:  \c  in  this  Matter)  refufed  to  do  it,  as  contra¬ 
ry  to  their  Priviledge  of  Peers  and  Profeilion,  in  promot¬ 
ing  a  War  againft  a  Prince  lb  nearly  allied  to  the  Crown  •, 
and  they  earneftly  delired  this  might  be  left  to  a  free 
Parliament:  HisMajefty  hereupon,  was  veiy  mucnin- 
cenfed  againft  them,  and  parted  from  them  with  great 
Indignation. 

T  Iis  2d  of  November  there  was  publifhed  a  Proclama- 
tion  for  the  Suppreffing  the  Prince’s  Declaration,  but  this 
Proclamation  had  the  fame  Effect  }  for  Men  fuipeured 
that  there  was  much  more  in  the  faid  Declaration  and 
Papers  than  they  afterwards  found,  and  accordingly 
became  more  delirous  by  far  to  lee  it.  But  an  Author  of 
Credit  informs  us,  that  the  Spanijh  Ambaffador  here  read¬ 
ing  at  London ,  gave  them  out  to  all  Perfons  that  defired 
them.  Fid.  Hift.  Defer .  p.  35*  On  the  5th  of  November 
the  Dutch  Fleet  palled  by  Dartmouth ,  and  being  a  Foggy 
Morning  they  overfhot  Torbay,  where  the^  Prince  intended 
to  land}  -about  9  in  the  Morning  it  clear'd  up,  and  with 
a  moderate  Gale  they  entred  Torbay.  Whilft  the  Prince 
was  landing  his  Army  in  the  Weft, ,  the  King  puts  out 
here,  on  the  6  of  November  this  following  Declaration.

fens  of  all  Degrees  to  affft  him  in  the  Execution  of  his  De- 
figns  }  A  Prerogative  infeparable  from  the  Imperial  Crown  of 
this  Realm ,  and  which  nothing  can  fatisfie  himf  but  the  im¬ 
mediate  Poffeffion  of  the  Crown  it  felf \  by  Reafon  he  calls 
in  Quefiion  the  Legitimacy  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
our  S  O  N,  and  Heir  Apparent ,  tho*  by  the  Providence  of 
God  there  were  prefent  fo  many  Witneffes  of  unquefiionahle 
Credit  at  his  Birth }  as  if  it  feemed  to  haiie  been  tfae  par¬ 
ticular  Care  of  Heaven ,  on  Purpofe  to  dif appoint  fo  wicked 
and  unparalleled  dn  Attempt .  And  in  Order  to  effeSl  his 
Defgns,  he  feems  de fir  oust  in  the  Clofe  of  his  Declaration  to 
f  ubmit  all  to  the  Determination  of  a  free  Parliament ,  to  in¬ 
gratiate  himfelf  with  our  People  ‘0  tho 5  nothing  is  more  evi- 
dent ,  than  that  a  Parliament  cannot  be  free  fo  long  as  there 
is  an  Army  of  Foreigners  in  the  Heart  of  our  Kingdom }  fo 
that  himfelf  is  the  foie  ObftruSter  of  fuch  a  free  Parliament , 
we  being  refolved ,  as  we  have  already  declared  to  call  one 
fo  foon  as  our  Kingdoms  Jhall  be  delivered  from  this  Invar 
fan ,  &c.

The  6th  of  November  an  Account  was  fent  from  Exe* 
ter ,  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  marching  towards  that 
City.  On  the  7th  the  King  publifhed  an  Account  of 
the  Forces  brought  over  by  the  Prince  of  Orange ,  viz. 
3660  Horfe,  and  10592  Foot,  in  all  1435  2,  and  the  Lift 
of  their  Fleet  was  65  Men  of  War,  500  Flyes,  60  Pinks, 
and  10  Firefhips,  in  all  635.  However  Men  were  not 
then  eafily  induced  to  believe  that  this  was  above  one

afterwards  it  appear’d  to  be  very  near  a  true  Account.

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t  November  the  8th,  the  Prince  of  Orange  went  from 
«  Chudleigb  towards  Exeter ,  where  he  arrived  about  One  of 

<  the  Clock,  and  made  a  very  fplendid  Entry  with  his 
£  Army  ;  the  People  much  rejoicing  at  it,  as  their  De- 
1  livererfrom  Popery  and  Slavery;  The  Prince  lodged 
‘  at  the  Deanery-,  the  Dean  as  well  as  the  Bilhop  having 

<  jefc  the  Town.  The  7th  Dr.  Burnet  was  fent  to  order 
e  the  Priefts  and  Vicars  of  the  Cathedral  of  Exeter ,  not

«  and  was  prefent  at  the  finging  of  Te  Deum ;  after 

<  which  his  Declaration  was  publickly  readtothe  People.

The  Prince  continued  3  Days  at  Exeter ,  before  any  or 
the  Nobility  or  Gentry  appear’d  for  him,  which  caufed 
a  great  Wonder  in  the  Army,  and  was  publilh’d  here  the 
1 8thr  we  being  told  that  fome  of  tne  Babble  lifted  tnem- 
felves  for  him,  and  had  Arms  given  them,  but  that  the 
Mayor  and  Clergy  flood  their  Ground  ;  and  had  they  all 
done  fo,  the  Prince  would  have  been  forced  to  go  Home 
the  fame  Way  he  came. 

The  1  ith  of  December  the  King  publifhed  an  Account 
that  the  Enemy  feiz’d  all  the  King’s  Money  that  was 
found  in  the  West,  and  that  they  had  taken  300  /.  from 
the  Colleftor  of  the  Excife  at  Exeter ,  and  committed  the 
Officer  into  Cuftody  ;  and  that  not  one  Perfon  of  Quality 
was  yet  come  in  to'  him ;  This  laft  was  again  confirmed 
by  another  Exprefs  the  next  Day.  The  18th  an  Ac¬ 
count  came  from  Cimicefter ,  that  the  Lord  Lovelace  going 
to  the  Prince  with  60  or  70  Horfe,  was  then  feized  by 
the  Militia ,  by  Order  of  the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  w  ith  about 
13  of  his  Party;  one  Major  Lorge  being  flaiii  in  the 
1  Affion,  together  with  his  Son  Capt.  Lee,  and  Lieutenant 
Williams,  and  fix  common  Soldiers  wounded ;  but  not- 
withftanding  this  Refiftance,  tne  Lord  Lovelace  was.at, 
laft  forced  to  yield,  and  was  fecured  by  the  Duke  of 
Beaufort,  which  News  was  very  acceptable  to.  the  Court. 
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On  the  1 7  th  of  November,  the  Afch-Bifliops  of  Cm- 
ierbury  and  York,  and  other  Bifhops,  p relented  a  Petiti¬ 
on  to  his  Majefly,  humbly  offering  their  Opinion* 
that  the  only  vifible  Way  to  prelerve  his  Majefty, 
and  this  Kingdom,  and  to  prevent  the  Effuiion  of 
Chriftian  Blood,  would  be  by  calling  a  Parliament,  re¬ 
gular,  and  free  in  all  its  Circumftances. 

On  the  12th,  the  Houfe  of  Lords  publilhed,  for 
their  own  Vindication,  their  Petition  before  prefent- 
ed,  with  the  King's  nioft  gracious  Anfwer ,  which  is  a$ 
follows.

Now  here  is  a  large  Confeffion  that  the  Soldiers 
were  fo  enraged  at  the  Lofs  of  the  Princefs,  that  the 
.Popifti  Party  at  Whitehall  (  meaning  the  King,  and  the 
Royal  Infant,  0 're. )  were  in  all  probability  likely  to 
have  been  cut  in  Pieces  by  the  King’s  own  Guards  1 
but  /ie  fays  Nothing  of  the  Mobility  which  came  out 
Ol  die  City,  who  were  fpirited.  by  the  Whiggiih 
Faction,  and  lead,  by  jackanapes  Arnold ,  and  others 
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in  Difguife,  as  Captains  of  the  Rabble,  who  gave  out 
that  the  Princefs  was  murdered  by  the  Queen’s  own 
Order,  and  that  they  would  have  her  Hearts  Blood  ^ 
ihewing  her  Letter  printed  did  not  pacify  the  Lead¬ 
ers  of  the  Mob,  for  their  Defign  was  to  murder  the 
whole  Royal  Family  at  Whitehall }  and  had  not  leveral 
Lords  gave  good  Store  of  Guineas,  and  bought  the 
Mob  from  their  Leaders,  and  attefted  that  Letter  left  be¬ 
hind  was  written  with  the  Princefs’s  own  Hand,  for 
they  were  forced  to  fhew  the  Original  One,  they  had 
certainly  compleated  their  intended  Butchery  *  and 
can  any  one  blame  the  King  for  fending  away  the 
Queen ,  and  his  Son  to  France ,  when  he  plainly  la#  there 
was  no  Safety  for  them  in  England  *,  and  that  made 
the  King  confent  to  every  Thing  that  was  asked  him, 
in  Hopes  to  have  given  Content  and  Satisfaction,  but 
feeing  Nothing  would  do,  it  was  Time  to  withdraw 
them.

Skelton ,  a  P/oteftant  in  his  Place,  Sir  Edward  had  an- 
gred  the  whole  City  to  the  utmoft,  by  planting  feve- 
*ral  Mortars  on  the  Walls  towards  the  City,  which 
tho’  defigned  only  to  awe  it,  had  enraged,  more  than 
frighted  them  fo  to  make  them  eafy,  the  King  ren 
moved  him,  and  put  Sir  Bevil  in  his  Room. 

November  the  28th,  his  Majefty  ordered,  in  a  Privy 
Council,  the  Lordd Chancellor  to  ilfue  out  Writs  for 
the  Sitting  of  the  Parliament  in  Weftminfter  the  1 5th  of 
3 fan.  following.

The  Earl  of  Fever  flam  after  the  Receipt  of  the  King’s 
Letter,  lent  the  Prince  Word  thereof  to  prevent  the  Ef~ 
fufion  of  Blood  *,  this  being  done  about  3  a  Clock  in  the 
Morning,  December  1 1  th,  the  King  went  down  the  River 
in  a  fmall  Boat  towards  Gravefend :  The  principal  Officers 
of  the  Army  about  the  Town,  metcthereupon  about  Tea 
of  the  Clock  a t  Whitehall^  and  lent  an  Exprefs  to  the

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Prince  of  Orange ,  to  acquaint  him  therewith,  and  to  a (- 
lure  him  that  they  would  aihft  the  Lord  Mayor,  to  keep^ 
the  City  quiet  ’till  his  Righnefs  came:  About  "the  lame 
Time  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  about  the 
Town,  came  to  G aild~Haliy  and  fending  for  the  Lord1 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  drew  up  a  Declaration,  and  fent 
it  to  the  Prince  upon  the  King’s  withdrawing,  and  4  de= 

cl^re  that  they  will  with  their  utmoft  Endeavours,' 
Highnefs  in  obtaining  fuch  a  Parliament,  as 

may  fecure  the  Laws,  Liberties,  and  Properties  of  the

King  James  feeing  the  Nation  fide  with  the  Prince  of 
Orange ,  and  that  his  Army  encreafed  daily,  difguifes  him- 
felf,  and  goes  on  Board  a  Veffel  commanded  by  Capt* 
Saunders  bound  for  France ;  but  being  forc’d  back  on  the 
Engliflj  Coah,  near  teverfham,  he  is  feized  by  fome  Coun¬ 
try  People,  who  miftook  him  for  a  Jefuit  ftho’  ’tis 
douoted  that  it  was  a  willful  Miftake,  and  only  done  on 
purpole  to  Kill  the  King  ;  and  had  done  fb,  had  not  Hunt 
the  Fifherman  prevented  the  Blow,  which  he  received  on 
his  Arm,  and  which  broke  it ;  their  Delign  was  to  beat 
out  his  Brains,  but  the  King  was  miraculouily  preferved 
by  the  Means  of  leveral  others  coming  to  his  Ailiftance; 
the  Fifherman  for  the  faid  Service,  was  allow’d  20  l.per 
Annum  for  his  Life)  there  was  with  the  King  when  he 
was  taken,  the  Earl  of  Peterborough,  Sir  Edward  Hdles  and 
Others  :  Whilft  the  King  was  withdrawn,  a  falfe  alarm 
of  an  Irijh  Maffacre  in  and:  about  London ,  fpread  all  over 
England  in  one  Right’s  Time  ;  the  Rabble  was  up  in  feve- 
ral  Places,  pulling  down  Mafs-Houles,  and  other  Papifls 
Houles,  and  great  Mischief  done  to  the  Spanijb  Ambaffa-- 
dor.  The  1 3th  of  December 9  an  Account  being  brought'5 
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that  the  King  was  taken  atFeverJham ,  feveral  of  his  Ser- 
ifants  went  down  to  wait  on  him. 

The  14th  of  December ,  the  King  removed  to  tlo- 
chefler ,  in  Order  to  Return  for  London  and  the  next 
Day,  being  Sunday,  he  fent  a  MeiTage  to  Sir  Thomas  Stamp, 
and  to  Sir  Simon  Lewis,  Two  eminent  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  London ,  c  Defiring  them  to  acquaint  their 
c  Brethren,  and  others  of  the  Common  Council,  that 
4  he  was  refolved  to  put  hiinfelf  into  the  Hands  of  the

The  afore- 
4  laid  Perfons  communicated  this  MeiTage,  as  they 
c  were  defired,  but  by  the  Influence  and  filtered:  of 
c  Sir  Robert  Clayton ,  the  Offer  was  refufed,  and  the 
1  Security  of  his  Perfon  would  not  be  aTured  him;

Here  was  a  plain  Demonftration  of  the  King’s  WiL 
I  in  griefs  to  piece  up  with  his  People,  and  of  the  Dan¬ 
ger  which  threat’ned  his  Perfon. 

After  this  Denyal,  he  fets  forward  to  Whitehall ,  and 
at  Somerfet-Houfe,  Mr.  Zuleftew ,  who  was  fent  by  the 
Prince  at  Windfor  to  the  King,  delivers  him  a  Letter 
from  the  Prince ,  which  defigned  to  have  reached  him 
at  Fever  ft)  am,  wherein  he  was  defired  ("but  in  the  Stile 
of  a  Command  )  not  to  come  any  nearer  London ,  than 
Rocheper . 

To  which  the  King  very  meekly  returned  an  An- 
fwer,  that  he  would  have  complied  with  the  Letter ,  had  it 
come  fooner  to  his  Hands. 

And  fays  my  Author,  c  can  there  be  any  more  Doubt 
c  after  this,  of  the  Prince's  unjuft  £nd  ambitious  De- 
c  figns,  to  put  fuch  a  Reffraint  upon  a  Monarch  in

Between  3  and  4  in  the  Afternoon,  the  King  re¬

As  foon  as  the  King  came  to  Whitehall ,  he  sails  a 
Council*  and  being  prefent  with  the  Duke  of  Hamil¬ 
ton ,  Earl  of  Craven ,  Earl  of  Berkeley ,  Earl  of  Middleton , 
Lord  Vifcount  Prefton ,  Lord  Godolphin ,  Matter  of  the 
iO/h,  and  Mr.  Titus,  this  following  Order  was  made.

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The  King  alfo  wrote  to  the  Trine e  of  Orange  a  Let¬ 
ter,  and  Lent  it  by  the  Lord  Feverjha  m  to  invite  him 
to  St.  James’s,  and  to  bring  with  him  what  Number 
of  Troops  he  frail  think  fit,  and  convenient  for  his 
Service  and  Security  in  which  Letter  there  was  inch 
ample  Concefrons,  and  fuch  real  feifeove ties  of  a  fin- 
cere  Intention  to  fatisfy  his  People  to  the  full,  that 
the  Prince  was  extreamly  alarmed  upon  it,  and  did 
plainly  forefee  the  Mifcarriage  and  Ruin  of  all  his 
Defigns,  if  Feverjham’ s  Meffage  frouldbe  imparted  to  the 
Englift)  Lords  that  were  about  him,  who  were  not  let

Thefe 
Guards  got  not  to  London  (  as  it  was  ordered  )  before 
Ten  a  Clock,  and  the  Alarm  of  them  being  given, 
the  Captain  of  the  Guards  would  not  let  them  in, 
but  was  refolved  to  fight  them,  and  had  done  fo,  had 
pot  King  James  commanded  the  contrary. 

About  Two  a  Clock  in  the  Morning,  the  King  re¬ 
ceived  Orders  from  the  Prince  to  be  gone  by  Seven, 
next  Morning,  to  Hamfton-Conrt,  by  the  Mouth  of  3 
Noble  Peers ,  viz.,  Halifax,  Shrewsbury ,  and  De  la  Mere , 
from  his  own  Palace  *,  but  his  Majefty  infifted  upon 
going  to  Roche  ft  er ,  and  his  Defire  could  not  be  grant¬ 
ed,  before  the  Prince’s  Pleafure  was  known  ^  and  a 
Meffenger  being  lent,  Anfwer  was  brought  before  eight 
next  Morning,  that  the  Prince  agreed  to  the  King’s 
Propofal  of  going  to  Rochefter  }  and  accordingly  he  was 
lent  Prifoner  thither,  attended  by  Dutch  Guards  *  and 
'  all  this,  attended  with  unfpeakable  Rudenefs  and  In- 
dignity,  done  to  his  Perlon,  by  Three  of  his  own  Sub- 
'  "  •  G  2  •  jeds. 
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jeHs,  who  accompanied  It  with  fome  unmannerly  Se¬ 
verities,  which  their  Fears  of  courfer  Treatment  ( if 
he  had  ftaid  )  put  them  upon  he  was  refufed  his  own 
Guards  to  attend  him,  and  his  own  Coach  to  carry 
him  •  4  tho’  he  declared,  that  he  could  not  travel  by 
4  Water  in  fo  cold  a  Seafon,  againft  Wind  and  Tide, 
4  without  greatly  endangering  his  Heal  tin 

Good  God!  (faith  this  Author)  4  that  fuch  Bar- 
c  barity  Ihould  be  praftifed,  and  afterwards  juftified 
4  by  Chriftians,  which  Pagans  and  Infidels  would  be  afha- 
4  med  of.  Fid.  G.  Brit,  juft  Com .  p.  7.  8.  9.  10. 

The  Prince  foon  after  this  came  to  St.  James's,  and  it 
is  very  obfervable,  that  before  the  Lords  delired  the 
TCme  ’  to  take  upon  him  the  Adminiftrat ion  of  Affairs, 
that  his  Royal  Highnefs  took  upon  himfelf  the  Regal 
Authority. 

For  at  his  firft  Landing  and  Coming  to  Exeter ,  he 
lent  Dr.  Burnet ,  who,  by  his  Order,  commanded  the 
Clergy  of  Exeter ,  not  to  pray  for  his  Royal  Highnefs 
the  Frince  of  Wales,  which  they  refufed  to  comply 
with,  ’till  they  were  feverely  threaded  by  the  faid

2dly,  He  commanded  the  Soldiers  and  Irifh  to  return 

i  their  Anns  into  the  publick  Store. 

3dly,  He  iffued  out  his  Order  (  which  they  were 
commanded  to  obey  )  concerning  the  Quartering  ot 
Soldiers. 

4hly ,  He  took  upon  himfelf  (  by  his  Order  )  to  ba- 
nifh  the  French  Ambaffador  from  England ,  whilft  the 
King  was  in  the  Land.  Fid.  Hlftory  Guid .  Part  2 d.

And  if  thefe  are  not  Alls  of  Regal  Authority,  I  know 
not  what  are. 

The  25th  of  December y  1688,  the  Peers  took  up¬ 
on  them  to  prefent  to  the  Prince  of  Orange  Two  Ad¬ 
el  relies.

Whilft  the  King  ftaid  at  Rochefter ,  and  during  the 
Seftion  of  thofe  Lords  and  Commons,  (the  Fir  ft  put  the 
Adminiftration  of  Affairs  into  the  Prince’s  Hands,  and 
moved  for  calling  the  Convention)  He  fent  a  Letter  to 
the  then  Biftiop  of  Winch e ft er,  which  he  defired  might 
be  communicated  to  the  Reft  of  the  Lords  the  Bifhops, 
acquainting  him  with  his  Refolutious  to  come  thither 
publickly,  or  privately,  and  put  himfelf  into  the  Hands 
of  the  Lords  the  Biftiops  j  to  be  under  their  Protection, 
until  he  had  fully  fettled  and  fecured  every  Thing  by  a 
free  Parliament.  This  Meftage  the  Biftiop  imparted  to 
the  Reft,  and  their  return  to  it  was,  that  they  could  not 
receive  him,  either  publickly,  or  privately,  under  their 
Protection  *,  for  in  that  Cafe  they  would  be  refponfible 
for  his  Safety,  and  they  were  not  in  a  Condition  to  fe- 
cure  him  againft  the  Ambition  of  the  Prince  of  Orange , 
who  was  refolv’dto  accomplifti  his  Deftgns.  And  now  fur- 
rounded  with  fo  many  Troops,  after  fo  many  Advertife- 
ments  given  him  of  the  Danger  his  Perfon  was  in,  by 
People  who  might  know  it,  and  whofe  Teftimonies  were 
not  to  be  fufpeCted  ^  and  thofe  Advertifements  fortified 
and  confirm’d  by  the  Prince’s  ftrange  and  unaccountable 
Carriage,  in  breaking  the  publick  Treaty,  in  imprifoning 
the  Lord  Fever Jham  contrary  to  the  publick  Faith,  there¬ 
by  to  elude  the  EffeCts  of  his  Meftage,  in  refufmg  a  Per- 
ional  Treaty,  in  depriving  him  of  his  Liberty,  putting 
him  under  Guards,  and  baniftiing  him  Imperioufly,  and 
Unmannerly  from  his  own  Palaces  after  fo  many  fruitlefs 
Applications  to  the  Prince,  to  the  City,  and  to  the  Bi¬ 
ftiops,  only  to  be  fecure  as  to  his  Perfon,  until  by  a  free 
Parliament  he  had  given  Satisfaction  to  his  People  ; 
can  there  be  any  who  is  not  become  Bankrupt  to 
common  Senfe  and  .Reafon,  who  will  blame  the  King 
for  withdrawing  a  2d  Time,  and  thereby  endeavouring 
to  put  himfelf  in  Safety?  Vid.  G .  Brit,  juft .  Comp .  p.  10.

Manner  of  it *  the  lending 
4  to  me  at  One  a  Clock  at  Midnight,  when  I  was  in  Bed, 
4  a  kind  of  Order  by  Three  Lords  to  be  gone  out  of  my 
c  Palace  beforeTwelve  the  fame  Morning  :  After  all  this,

c  to  do  it  again  (and  which  I  hope  I  fhall  yet  do  as  old 

*  as  I  am,  to  redeem  it  from  the  Slavery  his  fo  likely  to 
c  fall  under)  yet  I  think  it  not  convenient,  to  expofe  my 
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felf  to  be  fo  fecured  as  not  to  be  at  Liberty  to  effect 
c  it,  &c.  And  I  appeal  to  all  who  are  confidering  Men, 
€  and  have  had  Experience,  whether  any  Thing  can  make 
4  this  Nation  fo  great  and  flouriihing,  as  Liberty  of  Con- 
c  fcience  to  all  Proteftant  Diffenters,  and  to  thofe  of  my 

own  Perfwafionf  which  was  all  the  King  aimed  at,  and 
c  not  as  has  been  artfully  and  malicioully  fuggefled,  to 
c  Eflabliih  Popery  by  Law )  fo  as  they  may  live  peace- 
€  ably,  and  not  be  obliged  to  tranfplant  the mfelves  into 
c  other  Countries  }  but  there  is  Nothing  which  fome  of 
6  our  Neighbours  dread  more,  than  that  the  Thing 
£  call’d  Liberty  of  Confidence  ihould  be  allowed  here: 

£  I  could  add  much  more  to  confirm  what  I  have  faid, 
c  but  now  it  is  not  proper.  Vide  the  Roche fter  Letter  the 
c  22 d  of  December ,  1688. 

Thus  having  fright’ned  him  and  the  Royal  'Family 
away  at  firfl,  they  banifh  him  a  2d  Time  *,  and  then,  fbr- 
footh,  this  is  called,  by  feme,  a  Defertion  *  by  others  an  Ab¬ 
dication,  and  not  (for  we  are  not  allow'd  to  /peak  Truth,  and 
call  Things  by  their  right  Names  in  fome  Cafes)  a  depofmg 
the  King  contrary  to  Law ,  Juft  ice,  or  Equity,  frGm  his 
Royal  Throne,  and  Diadem  }  and  then  beftow  it  on  the 
Prince  of  Orange  \  as  if  they  had  full  Power,  and  Authori¬ 
ty,  to  give  it  whom  they  pleafe  \  when  the  Law  at  the  fame 
Time  fully  declares,  That  by  the  Undoubted  and  Fundamen¬ 
tal  Laws  of  this  Kingdom j  neither  the  Peers  of  this  Realm , 
nor  the  Commons ,  nor  both  together,  (viz.  Lords  and  Comr 
mons)  m  Parliament  (obferve  that )  or  out  of  Parliament, 
nor  the  People  collectively,  or  reprefentatively  3  ( Q,  what 
Power  then  had  the  Convention  to  Aft  ?  )  nor  any  other  Perfons 
what foe ver ,  (what  not  Lords,  and  Commons,  with  the  Prince 
oft  Orange  at  their  Head,  for  the  Security  of  their  Reli¬ 
gion)  ever  had,  have,  or  ought  to  have  ( that's  ftrange,  but  not 
fo  ftrange  as  true)  any  coercive  Power  over  the  Kings 
of  this  Realm  j  then  they  cant  call  him  to  Account  for  his 
Aftion-,  nor  depofe  him  at  Pleafure .  Vi4 •  Aft.  Car .  2d  c.  30. 

And  now  I  have  given  you  the  befl  Account  I  could 
colled;,  I  fhall  make  but  this  one  Obfervation,  and  leave 
every  one  to  judge  for  himfelf  ,  and  that  is,  Argyle  s 

and 
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and  Monmouth's  were  called  Rebellions,  and  for  this' Rea- 
fon,  becaufe  they  did  not  fucceed }  but  this  we  are  taught! 
to  call  a  Revolution,  an  Abdication,  &c.  tofupport  which, 
it  has  cofi:  Blood  and  Treafure  inconceivable. 

I  fhali  now  exhort  you  to  pray  forChriffs  CatholickChurch, 
where  foe  ver  difpers’d  throughout  the  World,  that  every 
where  her  Borders  may  be  enlarged,  and  flrengthened  ; 
that  Charity, Peace,  and  Truth  may  abound  ;  that  as  God 
hath  been  plealed  to  redeem  her  by  the.  Blood  of  his  on- 
ly  Son,  fo  he  would  purify,  and  enlighten  her,  by  giving 
her  the  Spirit  ofWifdom-,  and  ZJnderftandiag ,  the  Spirit  of 
Knowledge ,  and  the  Fear  of  the  Lord .  If  a.  1 1 .  2.  and  that 
ihe  may  be  eftablifhed  in  Unity  and  Truth  all  the  World 
oven 

But  more  particularly,  I  exhort  you  to  pray  for  the 
Churches  of  England  and  Ireland ,  that  God  would  reftore 
thofe  Things  that  are  wanting,  and  fire ngthen  the  Things 
that  remain,  Rev.  3.  and  that  God  would  endow  us  with  the 
Fruit  of  the  Spirit ,  Lovey  Joyy  Peaces  Long- fu  firing ,  Gentlenefs , 
Goodnefsi  Faith ,  Meehnefs ,  and  Temperance.  Gal.  5*  2.  That 
He  would  pour  his  Grace  in  a  double  Manner  upon  our 
Clergy  ^  that  our  Bifhops  would  keep  that  Faithfully ,  which  is 
committed  to  their  Truft .  I  Tim.  6.  20. 

That  our  Priefts  may  be  cloathed  with  R  ighteoufhels, 
and  walk  Worthy  of  their  Vocation  *,  that  our  Deacons 
may  hold  the  Myftery  of  the  Faith  in  a  pure  Confcience .  1  Tim. 
6.  20.  and  that  we  may  all  be  Partakers  of  the  Comma*- 
nion  of  Saints,  and  Remiffion  of  Sins. 

I  exhort  alfo,  that  Supplications  may  be  made  for  the 
KING,  and  all  that  are  put  in  Authority,  1  Tim.  2.  2 7. 
That  God  would  give  the  KING  his  Judgments,  and 
his  Righteoufneis  unto  the  KING’sSON.  Pfahn.  72.  x*. 
1  hat  he  would  give  him  his  Heart  s  JDeftre ,  and  deny  him 
not  the  Requeft  of  his  Lips.  That  he  would  prevent  him  with 
the  Bleffwgs  of  Gotidnefs,  and  fet  a  Crown  of  pure  Gold  upon  his 
Head  j  that  God  would  give  him  Life ,  even  long  Life  for  ever 
and  ever  •  that  his  If  on  our  may  he  great  in  his  Salvation  y  that 
he  would  lay  on*  him  Glory  and  great  Worfhlp }  that  he  would 
give  him  everlafting  Felicity ,  and  make  him  glad  with  the  Joy 
of  his  Countenance  ^  that  the  K  ING  may  put  his  truft  in  the 
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Lord,  and  that  in  the  Ways  of’ the  Moji  High  he  may  not  mif- 
carry,  PfaL  2i.v.  23.  4,  5  “6,  7. 

And  laftly,  you  fhall  pray  for  the  Peace  and  Projperity 
of  out  Native  Land,  that  God  would  blefs  us  with  Peace 
and  Plenty ,  that  he  would  give  us  the  Fruits  of  the  Earth 
in  due  Seafon  *  that  he  would  Counsel  our  CounfeUors , 
and  teach  our  Senators  Wifdom  ;  that  he  would  defend 
this  JJland  wherein  we  dwell  from  all  Affliction,  Danger, 
and  Trouble ;  and  particularly  that  dreadful  Infehion 
with  which  he  has  been  pleafed  to  vilit  a  Neighbouring 
Nation ;  that  as  he  has  opened  our  Eyes  and  let  us  fee, 
lb  he  wo u'd  incline  our  Hearts  to  a  Repentance  of  thofe 
Sirs,-  be  wnich  we  juftly  defer  ve  to  be  punifhed  ;  that  he 
Would  take  from  us  all  Stubbomefs7  hardnefs  of  Heart 
and  contempt  of  his  Word;  that  by  a  timely  amendment 
we  may  appeafe  God’s  Wrath,  and  not  provoke  him  to 
fend  2.  Plague  upon  us,. as  he  did  upon  his  own  People 
in  the  Wilder nefs  for  their  obftinate  Rebellion, 
but  that  as  he  as  hitherto  fpared  this  wicked  Land,  fo 
he  would  continue  luch  his  undelerved  Mercies  towards 
us,  as  may  make  us  live  a  Healthful ,  Quiet  and  Peaceable 
Life  in  all  Godline  is  and  Honefty.

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SUB  MISSION  to  a  Lawful  Government  Is  an 
Obligation  upon  Subjects,  not  only  by  the  Tyes 
of  Oaths,  but  by  Duty ,  and  Divine  Commands  ; 
Oaths  therefore  are  not  the  only  (  though  great¬ 
er  )  Obligation,  that  Subjefts  have  to  their, 
Princes:  As  then,  NcmReJifiance to  a  Government  is  a  Du~ 
ty  after  an  Oath  taken,  fo  alfo  it  is  before,  to  all  thofe 
who  never  have  fworn  it;  neither  if  any  Thing  be  un¬ 
lawful  before,  can  it  become  lawful  after  an  Oath  taken  to  x  1 
fuch  a  Government ,  fince  I  can  never  be  freed,  by  an  Oath , 
from  any  Dutyy  to  which  I  was  obnoxious  before,  either 
to  God,  or  Man  ;  neither,  am  I,  by  taking  fuch  an  Oath -9 
abfoiv’d  from  fuch  Duty. 

As  for  Example  :  If  Rejijtance  ofth eprefent  Government , 
that  is  in  Attual  Pojfejfion ,  be  unlawful  before  any  Oath 
made  to  the  contrary,  fo  it  is  alfo  to  thofe  who  have 
Sworn  the  contrary,  namely  that  they  will  refill  fuch  a 

Government . 

In  the  next  Place  I  muftobferve  to  you,  that  what 
Right  an  ejected  Prince  hath  over  thole,  who  iomefime  li¬ 
ved  under  his  AEtual  Government,  the  fame  Right  (  flip— 
poling  there  can  be  no  juft  Reafons  for  an  Alteration  in 
that  Government  )  he  (and  in  an  Hereditary  Government  f\ 
his  Heir  after  him  )  hath  over  all  thofe,  born  in  the  fame 
Dominions ,  after  his  Fjeflion  ;  for  his  Right  dependeth  nei¬ 
ther  on  their  Oaths ,  who  ftvare  to  him,  nor  on  his  A&u~ 
d  PotTeftlon  •  and  from  this  it  feems  to  follow,  that  his 
Quondam  Subjects  are  bound  to  fubmit  to  no  other  Go¬ 
vernment  :  An  Jnfiance  of  this  Nature  we  have  in  thofe 
worthy  Prelates  and  Clergymen ,  who,  a  few  Years  fince, 
were  content  to  part  with  all  worldly  Preferments ,  and 
were  ready  to  lay  down  their  Lives  for  the  Teftimony  of  a 
good  Conference  ;  they  fcrupled  to  take  a  New  Oath  to  a 
ft  range  King ,  becaufe  they  thought  themfelves  under  an 
Obligation  to  keep  the  Oath  they  had  made  to  a  forme  r 

Kingf 
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King,  his  Heirs  and  lawful  Succejfars  •  they  thought  their 
Allegiance  continued,  notwithftanding  their  Kim  Was 
driven  into  a  firange  Land.  • 

Thefe  Reverend  Prelates  and  Clergy  thought  their  Obli¬ 
gations  ceafed  not  with  the  Bani foment  of  their  King,  but 
were  ready  to  have  gone  with  him,  not  only  into  Bmifo- 
ment ,  but  (as  many  of  them  did )  into  Prifon ,  and  even  un¬ 
to  Death,  for  the  Sake  of  their  Solemn  Oath *  they  confider- 
ed  that  no  Power  could  transfer  the  Duty  of  their  Vow  - 
and  that  if  they  fhould  have  transferred  their  Allegiance 
by  a  New  Oath ;  the  fame  would  have  been  not  only  impi- 
ous,  but  void  ;  like  the  Vow  of  a  Wife  made  in  the  Houfe 
of  her  Husband,  or  a  Daughter  in  the  Houle  of  her  Fa¬ 
ther,  Numb .  30.  for  what  a  Husband  is  to  his  Wife,  or  a 
Father  to  a  Daughter,  the  fame  is  a  King  to  his  People . 

Of  thefe  Chrifl  ian  Heroes  it  may  be  truly  faid,  the  Soul 
of  the  Righteous  are  in  the  Hand  of  God,  and  there  ihall 
no  Torment  touch  them  ^  in  the  Sight  of  the  unwi  fe  they 
feemed  to  die,  and  their  Departure  is  taken  for  Mifery ,  and 
their  Going  from  us  to  be  utter  Deftruttion,  but  they  are  in 
Peace j  for  though  they  be  punifhed  in  the  Sight  of  Men, 
yet  is  their  Hope  full  of  Immortality ,  and  having  been 
a  little  chaftized,  thay  fhall  be  greatly  rewarded ,  for  God 
proved  them,  and  found  them  worthy  for  himfelf 

One  of  thole  Reverend  Fathers  concluded  his  Life  with 
putting  up  of  thefe  Two  Petitions  to  Almighty  God .
